That  no  evidence  having  been  offered  in  support  of  the  said  Petition,  we  deter- 
mined and  adjudged  that  the  said  George  D.  Grant  was  duly  returned  and  elected  at 
the  said  Election  and  dismissed  the  said  Petition. 

That  no  evidence  having  been  offered  as  aforesaid,  a  corrupt  practice  has  not  been 
proved  to  have  been  committed  by  or  with  the  knowledge  or  consent  of  any  Canadidate 
at  the  said  Election,  and  because  no  evidence  was  offered  as  aforesaid,  we  are  unable 
to  say  whether  there  is  or  is  not  reason  to  believe  that  corrupt  practices  extensively 
prevailed  at  the  said  Election. 

That  we  have  no  reason  to  believe,  beyond  the  fact  of  no  evidence  having  been  ' 
offered  in  support  of  the  said  Petition,  that  the  enquiry  into  the  circumstances  of  the 
said  Election  has  been  rendered  incomplete  by  the  action  of  any  of  the  parties  to  the 
Petition  and  we  are  not  of  opinion  that  further  enquiry  as  to  whether  corrupt  practices 
have  extensively  prevailed  at  the  said  Election  is  desirable.

Mr.  Speaker  reported.  That  when  The  House  did  attend  His  Excellency  the 
Governor  General,  this  day  in  the  Senate  Chamber,  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  make 
a  Speech  to  both  Houses  of  Parliament,  of  which  Mr.  Speaker  said  he  had,  to  prevent 
mistakes,  obtained  a  copy,  which  he  read  to  The  House,  as  followeth  : — 

Honourable  Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Commons  : 

In  again  meeting  you  in  Parliament,  it  is  our  first  duty  to  express  our  heartfelt 
thanks  to  a  beneficent  Providence  for  the  abundant  harvest  with  which  the  country  has

been  favoured  during  the  past  year,  and  for  the  general  prosperity  that  prevails  in  all 
parts  of  the  Dominion. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  note  that  the  yearly  increasing  trade  of  Canada,  which 
has  been  so  marked  a  feature  of  the  past  six  years,  gives  no  indication  ef  any  abatement, 
while  the  number  of  settlers  seeking  homes  in  Manitoba  and  the  Territories  is  without 
a  parallel  in  the  history  of  the  country.  These  two  very  important  facts  lead  irresistibly 
to  the  conclusion  that  long  before  the  Transcontinental  Railway,  authorized  by  Parlia- 
ment at  its  last  Session,  can  possibly  be  completed,  its  urgent  necessity  as  a  medium  for 
carrying  the  products  of  the  West  to  our  Atlantic  ports  will  have  become  apparent  in- 
dependently of  the  many  benefits  that  will  follow  fi'om  the  opening  up  for  colonization 
and  for  various  enterprises  of  the  northern  parts  of  Quebec  and  Ontario. 

The  agreement  made  with  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway  Company  I'egarding 
a  new  transcontinental  railway  contained  certain  stipulations  which  in  effect  required 
the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company  of  Canada  to  become  a  party  to  that  agreement 
ariy  to  assume  heavy  obligations  in  respect  thereof. 

Further  consideration  of  the  agreement  by  the  representatives  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
Railway  Company  and  my  Government  has  resulted  in  showing  the  desirability  of 
certain  amendments  to  the  contract  which,  having  been  approved  by  my  Government 
and  subsequently  by  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  shareholders  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
Railway  Company,  will  be  submitted  to  you  for  ratification. 

The  sum  of  .$.5,000,000  in  cash  has  been  deposited  in  the  Bank  of  ^Montreal  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  contained  in  the  original  and  supplemental  agreements 
with  the  Company. 

A  Militia  Bill  will  be  introduced  containing  several  important  amendments  to 
the  present  law  rendered  necessary  by  the  growth  of  the  Force  and  calculated  to  pro- 
mote its  efficiency. 

A  copy  of  the  award  defining  the  boundary  between  the  Dominion  and  Alaska; 
and  other  papers  connected  with  the  controversy,  will  be  laid  before  you. 

In  view  of  the  widely  extended  settlements  now  forming  in  the  Territories,  it 
will  become  necessary  to  increase  the  strength  of  the  North-west  Mounted  Police 
Force,  and  authority  will  be  asked  for  that  purpose. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Commons  : 

The  Accounts  of  the  past  year  will  be  laid  before  you.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  the 
revenue  will  exceed  the  expenditure,  leaving  a  balance  to  be  applied  in  reduction  of  the 
public  debt. 

The  Estimates  for  the  coming  year  will  be  laid  before  you  at  an  early  date. 

Honourable  Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Commons  : 

After  the  long  protracted  Session  of  the  last  year,  when  so  many  important  mat- 
ters were  dealt  with,  it  is  not  probable  that  your  duties  will  involve  5-our  being  detained 
on  the  present  occasion  for  any  lengthened  period.

The  Order  of  the  Day  being  read,  for  the  House  in  Committee  to  consider  ;i  certain 
proposed  Resolution  respecting  the  ratification  of  the  Agreement  between  His  31ajesty 
the  King  and  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway  Company,  dated  the  8th  March,  1904, 
.fcc.  ; 

Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  Fielding,  and  the  Question  being 
proposed.  That  Mr.  Speaker  do  now  leave  the  Chair  ; 

Mr.  Borden  (Halifax),  moved  in  amendment,  seconded  by  Mr.  Haggart,  That  all 
the  words  after  "  That "  to  the  end  of  the  Question  be  left  out,  and  the  words, 
"this  House  regrets  that  the  Government  has  committed  itself  to  the  granting  of  further 
"  concessions  to  the  promoters  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway ;  and  that  such  con- 
"  cessions  remove  many  of  the  supposed  safeguards  upon  which  the  Government  placed 
"  reliance  in  submitting  to  Parliament  the  measure  as  originally  proposed. 

"  This  House  regrets  that  in  attempting  to  determine  the  all  important  problems  of 
"  transportation  the  Government  did  not  first  seek  the  aid  and  advice  of  competent  and 
.  "  independent  experts,  whose  opinion  might  have  been  procured  and  laid  before  Par- 
■  "  liament  at  the  present  Session,  if  the  Government  had  acted  with  reasonable  vigour  and 
"  with  due  regard  to  the  magnitude  of  the  interest  in-\'olved  and  to  the  urgency  alleged 
"  by  the  Prime  Minister. 

"  This  House  is  of  opinion  that  in  considering  these  problems  and  in  initiating  and 
"  developing  any  great  national  system  of  transportation  it  should  be  our  aim  to  provide 
"  the  best  and  cheapest  carriage  for  our  products  and  importations  ;  to  secure  their 
"  transportation  through  Canadian  channels  and  Canadian  seaports  and  for  that  purjDose 
"to  make  the  Canadian  routes  the  most  economical  and  serviceable  ;  to  open  up  valuable 
"  territory  for  colonization  and  development,  to  stimulate  interprovincial  trade  ;  and  to 
•'  bind  more  closely  together  the  scattered  communities  of  our  country. 

"That  in  order  to  accomplish  these  results  the  following  objects  and  considerations 
"  should  be  kept  constantly  in  view  : — 

"  (a)  To  develop  and  extend  the  Government  system  oi  railways,  find  to  free  the 
"management  thereof  from  party  political  control  or  interference. 

"(6)  To  secure  absolute  and  thorough  control  of  rates  and  tratUc  facilities  in  return 
"  for  reasonable  public  aid  to  railway  construction  or  improvement. 

"(c)  To  improve  and  extend  our  canal  system,  to  develop  our  lake  and  river  routes, 
"and  to  equip  thoroughly  our  national  ports  on  the  Great  Lakes,  the  St.  Lawrence  and 
"  the  seaboards. 

"  {d)  To  perfect  a  sj^stem  of  elevator  warehousing  and  terminal  facilities. 

"  (e)  To  secure  under  Government  control  and  direction,  or  where  expedient  under 
"  Government  ownership,  common  haulage  or  running  facilities  where  one  railway  can 
"  usefully  accommodate  several  systems,  and  thus  to  ensure  to  the  public  more  economi- 
"  cal  carriage  and  efficient  service. 

"That  the  proposed  contract  does  not  subserve  these  objects,  but,  on  the  contrary, 
"  seriouslj'  endangers  their  realization, 

"  That  under  the  proposed  contract  the  Government  has,  in  eflfect,  committed  the 
"  country  to  a  partnership  with  two  railway  corporations,  upon  terms  by  which  the 
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"  people  virtuall}'  supply  the  capital  and  assume  the  risk,  while  the  two  corporations 
"  receive  enormous  benefits  and  concessions  without  compensating  advantages  to  the 
"  country. 

"  The  proposed  contract  does  not  ensure  transportation  over  Canadian  routes  and 
"  through  Canadian  seaports,  but  entrusts  control  thereof  to  a  corporation  whose  policy 
"  and  interests  must  favour  diversion  to  United  States  ports. 

"  It  involves  the  country  in  a  liability  practically  sufficient  to  construct  the  whole  of 
"  the  proposed  railway,  while  the  more  profitable  portion  of  that  railway  is  to  become  the 
"property  of  the  corporations. 

"  It  enables  one  of  the  corporations  to  acquire  from  the  other  without  payment 
"  Twenty-five  million  dollars  of  stock  entitled  to  dividends  which  must  be  paid  by  the 
"  public. 

"  While  permitting  dividends  to  be  declared  on  the  stock  thus  acquired,  it  has  not 
"  safeguarded  the  public  against  the  higher  rates  which  such  dividend.s  shall  involve. 

"  It  not  only  fails  to  provide  for  the  extension  of  the  Intercolonial  Railway,  but  it 
"  commits  the  country  to  a  pi-oject  which  is  calculated  to  postpone  for  fifty  years  and 
"probably  for  a  century  any  attempt  to  establish  and  develop  in  Canada  a  national  sys- 
"  tem  of  railways  owned  and  controlled  by  the  people. 

"  It  overlooks  the  economic  advantage  of  transportation  by  water  and  ignores 
"  Canada's  possession  of  the  most  magnificent  inland  navigation  in  the  world,  the 
"  splendid  possibilities  of  which  if  neglected  by  us  will  be  fully  utilized  by  our  neigh- 
"  hours  to  divert  our  products  to  their  ports  and  our  trade  to  their  commercitsl  centres. 

"  It  absolutely  commits  the  country  to  the  construction  of  many  hundreds  of  miles 
"  of  railway  through  a  practically  unexplored  territory,  although  the  results  of  explora- 
"  tion  and  survey  may  demonstrate  the  improvidence  of  the  undertaking. 

"  It  imposes  on  the  country  a  rashly  undertaken  project  involving  obligations  so 
"  enormous  as  to  seriously  imperil  the  possibility  of  improving  and  developing  other  lines 
"of  transportation  more  suited  to  the  requirements  of  the  whole  Dominion. 

"  It  hands  over  to  the  promoters  of  the  undertaking,  without  check  or  safeguard  of  • 
"  any  kind  whatsoever,  power  to  manipulate,  dispose  of  and  deal  in  enormous  issues  of 
"  bonds  and  stocks,  although  the  extent  of  the  country's  obligations  will  depend  upon 
"  such  dealings,  and  the  public  interest  in  regard- to  trafiic  charges,  will  be  prejudiced  by 
"  any  resulting  increase  of  capital. 

"  The  House  is  of  opinion  that  instead  of  ratifying  the  proposed  amended  contract, 
"  it  would  be  more  in  the  public  interest  to  initiate  forthwith,  and  develop  with  all  speed, 
"  a  system  of  national  transportation,  which  should  include  : — 

"  1.  The  immediate  construction  and  control  by  the  Dominion  of  such  lines  of  raii- 
"  way  in  the  West  to  the  Pacific  as  the  enormous  importance  and  increasing  develop- 
"  ment  of  the  great  western  country  require. 

"2.  The  extension  of  the  Intercolonial  Railway  to  the  Georgian  Bay,  and  thence 
"  to  Winnipeg,'  and  the  extension  and  improvement  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  and  in 
"  the  Maritime  Provinces,  of  the  Government  system  of  railways. 

"  3.  The  development  and  improvement  of  our  canals  and  inland  waterways,  and 
"  the  thorough  and  efficient  equipment  of  our  national  ports  and  terminals  on  the  Atlan- 
"  tic  and  Pacific,  as  well  as  on  the  St.  Lawrence  and  on  the  Great  Lakes. 

"  4.  The  thorough  examination,  exploration,  and  survey  of  the  country  between 
"  Quebec  and  Winnipeg,  with  a  view  to  the  future  construction  of  such  lines  of  railway 
"  as  may  be  found  in  the  public  interest. 

"  That  for  the  purpose  of  accomplishing  these  results  the  Government,  in  accordance 
"  with  the  policy  laid  down  in  the  Order  in  Council  of  19th  May,  1903,  should  immedi- 
"ately  avail  itself  of  the  best  expert  advice,  and  assistance,"  inserted  instead  thereof  •

53),  which  provides  for  the  transfer  by  the  Governor  in  Council 
of  the  management,  charge  and  direction  of  any  public  works,  or  any  power,  duty  or 
function  with  respect  to  any  work  or  class  of  works,  whether  public  or  private,  which 
is  assigned  to  or  vested  by  statute  in  any  Minister  or  Department,  to  any  other  Minister 
or  Department.

The  House  then  resumed  the  Debate  on  the  Question,  That  Mr.  Speaker  do  now 
leave  the  Chair  (for  the  House  in  Committee  to  consider  a  certain  proposed  Resolution 
respecting  the  ratification  of  the  Agreement  between  His  Majesty  the  King  and  the 
Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway  Company,  dated  the  8th  day  of  March,  1901,  &c.)  ; 

And  proposed  amendment  thereto.  That  all  the  words  after  "  That "  to  the  end  of 
the  Question  be  left  out,  and  the  words  "  this  House  regrets  that  the  Government  has 
"  committed  itself  to  the  granting  of  further  concessions  to  the  promoters  of  the  Grand 
"  Trunk  Pacific  Railway ;  and  that  such  concessions  remove  many  of  the  supposed  safe- 
"  guards  upon  which  the  Government  placed  reliance  in  submitting  to  Parliament  the 
"measure  as  originally  proposed. 

"  This  House  regrets  that  in  attempting  to  detei-mine  the  all-important  problems 
"  of  transportation  the  Government  did  not  first  seek  the  aid  and  advice  of  competent 
"  and  independent  experts,  whose  opinion  might  have  been  procured  and  laid  before 
"  Parliament,  at  the  present  Session,  if  the  Government  had  acted  with  reasonable  vigour 
"and  with  due  regard  to  the  magnitude  of  the  interests  involved  and  to  the  urgency 
"  alleged  by  the  Prime  Ministei'. 

"This  House  is  of  opinion  that  in  considering  these  problems  and  in  initiating  and 
"  developing  any  great  national  system  of  transportation  it  should  be  our  aim  to  provide 
"  the  best  and  cheapest  carriage  for  our  products  and  importations  ;  to  secure  their 
"  tran.sportation  through  Canadian  channels  and  Canadian  seaports,  and  for  that  purpose 
"to  make  the  Canadian  routes  the  most  economical  and  serviceable;  to  open  up  valuable 
"  territory  for  colonization  and  development ;  to  stimulate  interprovincial  trade  ;  and 
"  to  bind  more  closely  together  the  scattered  communities  of  our  country. 

"That  in  order  to  accomplish  these  results  the  following  objects  and  considerations 
"  should  be  kept  constantly  in  view  : — 

"(a)  To  develop  and  extend  the  Government  system  of  railways,  and  to  free  the 
"  management  thereof  from  party  political  control  or  interference. 
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"(b)  To  secure  absolute  and  thorough  control  of  rates  and  traffic  facilities  in  return 
"  for  reasonable  public  aid  to  railway  construction  or  improvement. 

"(c)  To  improve  and  extend  our  canal  system,  to  develop  our  lake  and  river  routes, 
"and  to  equip  thoroughly  our  national  ports  on  the  Great  Lakes,  the  St.  Lawrence  and 
"  the  seaboards. 

"'(d)  To  perfect  a  system  of  elevator  warehousing  and  terminal  facilities. 

"(e)  To  secure  under  Government  control  and  direction,  or  where  expedient  under 
"  Government  ownership,  common  haulage  or  running  facilities  where  one  railway  can 
"  usefully  accommodate  several  systems,  and  thus  to  ensure  to  the  public  more  economi- 
"  cal  carriage  and  efficient  service. 

"  That  the  proposed  contract  does  not  subserve  these  objects,  but,  on  the  contrary, 
"  seriously  endangers  their  realization. 

"  That  under  the  proposed  contract  the  Government  has,  in  effect,  committed  the 
"  country  to  a  partnership  with  two  I'ailway  corporations,  upon  terms  by  which  the 
"  people  virtually  supply  the  capital  and  assume  the  risk,  while  the  two  corporations 
"  receive  enormous  benefits  and  concessions  without  compensating  advantages  to  the 
"  country, 

"The  proposed  contract  does  not  ensure  transportation  over  Canadian  routes  and 
"  through  Canadian  seaports,  but  entrusts  control  thereof  to  a  corporation  whose  policy 
"and  interests  must  favour  diversion  to  United  .States  ports. 

"  It  involves  the  country  in  a  liability  practically  sufficient  to  construct  the  whole  of 
"  the  proposed  railway,  while  the  more  profitable  portion  of  that  railway  is  to  become  the 
"  property  of  the  corporations. 

"  It  enables  one  of  the  corporations  to  acquire  from  the  other  without  payment 
"  Twenty-five  million  dollars  of  stock  entitled  to  dividends  which  must  be  paid  by  the 
"  public. 

"While  permitting  dividends  to  be  declared  on  the  stock  thus  acquired,  it  has  not 
"  safeguarded  the  public  against  the  higher  i-ates  which  such  dividends  shall  involve. 

"  It  not  only  fails  to  provide  for  the  extension  of  the  Intercolonial  Railway,  but  it 
"  commits  the  country  to  a  project  which  is  calculated  to  postpone  for  fifty  years  and  pro- 
"  bably  for  a  century  any  attempt  to  establish  and  develop  in  Canada  a  national  system 
"  of  railways  owned  and  controlled  by  the  people. 

"  It  overlooks  the  economic  advantage  of  transportation  by  water  and  ignores 
"  Canada's  possession  of  the  most  magnificent  inland  navigation  in  the  world,  the  splendid 
"  possibilities  of  which  if  neglected  by  us  will  be  fully  utiHzed  by  our  neighbours  to  divert 
"  our  products  to  their  ports  and  our  trade  to  their  commercial  centres. 

"It  absolutely  commits  the  country  to  the  construction  of  many  hundreds  of  miles 
"of  railway  through  a  practically  unexplored  territory,  although  the  results  of  explora- 
"  tion  and  survey  may  demonstrate  the  improvidence  of  the  undertakino-. 

"  It  imposes  on  the  country  a  rashly  undertaken  project  involving  obligations  so 
"enormous  as  to  seriously  imperil  the  possibility  of  improving  and  devefoping  other  lines 
"  of  transportation  more  suited  to  the  requirements  of  the  whole  Dominion.  " 

"  It  hands  over  to  the  promoters  of  the  undertaking,  without  cheek  or  safet^uard  of 
"any  kind  whatsoever,  power  to  manipulate,  disprse  of  and  deal  in  enormous  issues  of 
"  bonds  and  stocks,  although  the  extent  of  the  country's  obligations  will  depend  upon 
"such  dealing.s,  and  the  public  interest  in  regard  to  traffic  charges,  will  be  prejudiced  by 
"  any  resulting  increase  of  capital. 

"  The  House  is  of  opinion  that  instead  of  ratifying  the  proposed  amended  contract 
"  it  would  be  more  m  the  public  interest  to  initiate  forthwith,  and  develop  with  all 
"  speed,  a  system  of  national  transportation,  which  should  include  :  

"  1.  The  immediate  construction  and  control  by  the  Dominion  of  such  lines  of  rail- 
"  way  in  the  West  to  the  Pacific  as  the  enormous  importance  and  increasin<^  develop- 
"  ment  of  the  great  western  country  require. 

"  2.  The  extension  of  the  Intercolonial  Railway  to  the  Georgian  Bay  and  thence  to 
"  Winnipeg,  and  the  extension  and  improvement  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  and  in  the 
"  Maritime  Provinces,  of  the  Government  system  of  railways. 
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"  3.  The  development  and  improvement  of  our  canals  and  inland  waterways,  and 
"  the  thorough  and  efficient  equipment  of  our  national  ports  and  terminals  on  the  Atlan- 
"  tic  and  Pacific,  as  well  as  on  the  >St.  Lawrence  and  on  the  Great  Lakes. 

"  4.  The  thorough  examination,  exploration,  and  survey  of  the  country  between 
"  Quebec  and  Winnipeg,  with  a  view  to  the  future  construction  of  such  lines  of  railway 
"  as  may  be  found  in  the  public  interest. 

"That  for  the  purpose  of  accomplishing  these  results  the  Government,  in  accordance 
"  with  the  policy  laid  down  in  the  Order  in  Council  of  19th  May,  1903,  should  immedi- 
"  ately  avail  itself  of  the  best  expert  advice,  and  assistance,"  inserted  instead  thereof  ;

"  The  House  believes  that  before  committing  the  country  to  such  enormous  obliga- 
"  tions,  the  Government  ought  first  to  submit  to  the  people  the  whole  question,  and 
"  especially  the  question  whether  Canada  should  not  rather  assume  the  entire  obligation 
"and  thus  own  and  control  the  entire  proposed  line  of  railway  from  the  Atlantic  to  the 
"  Pacific,"  inserted  instead  thereof  ; 

And  the  Question  being  put  on  the  amendment ;  it  was  declared  lost  by  Mr. 
Speaker. 

Several  Members  thereupon  called  for  the  Yeas  and  Nays. 

Mr.  Speaker  stated.  That  not  hearing  any  Member  say  "Aye"  when  the  amend- 
ment was  put,  he  had  nothing  to  do  but  declare  it  lost.

"  to  the  Pacific  entirelj'  owned  by  and  under  the  control  of  the  people  of  Canada," 
^inserted  instead  thereof  ; 

And  a  Debate  arising  thereuj^on  ; 

And  The  House  having  continued  to  sit  till  after  Twelve  of  the  Clock  on  Friday 
morning ;

Mr.  Cowan,  from  the  Select  Standing  Committee  on  Railways,  Canals  and  Tele- 
graph Lines,  presented  to  the  House  the  Twenty-second  Report  of  the  said  Committee,

Your  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  Bill  respecting  the  West  Canadian

That  Bill  to  incorporate  the  Canadian  Traction  and  Power  Company,  be  withdrawn,  and 
the  fee  and  charges  paid  thereon,  and  on  Bill  respecting  the  Montreal  Terminal 
Railway  Company,  be  refunded,  less  the  cost  of  printing  and  translation,  in  accordance 
with  the  recommendation  contained  in  the  Twenty-second  Report  of  the  Select  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Railways,  Canals  and  Telegraph  Lines  ;

I' authorized,  together  with  all  such  l.iinls.  buihhngs,  structures,  machinery  and  othei- 
"  appliances  appurtenant  to  such  works,  as  an-  neces.sary  or  convenient  for  the  said  pur- 
"  poses  or  any  of  them,  that  is  to  say  : 

"  (a.)  On  or  in  the  navigable  waters  of  Kamloops  Lake,  of  the  Thompson  River,  at 
"  or  near  its  entrance  into  Kamloops  Lake,  and  of  the  North  Thompson  River  at  or  near 
"its  confluence  with  the  South  Thompson  River,  such  wharfs,  docks,  piers,  booms  and 
"other  works  as  are  necessary  for  or  incidental  to  the  said  purposes. 

'•■  (b.)  Above  Kamloops  Lake,  on  or  in  the  navigable  waters  of  the  said  rivers  or 
"  of  any  of  their  branches  or  tributaries,  such  dams,  slides,  wharfs,  docks,  piers,  booms 
"and  other  works  as  are  necessary  for  or  incidental  to  the  said  purposes. 

"  2.  The  Company  may,  in  the  navigable  waters  of  Kamloops  Lake  and  of  the  said 
"  rivers  above  Kamloops  Lake  and  of  any  of  their  branches  and  tributaries,  remove'  or 
'  les.sen  obstructions  or  impediments  to  or  hindrances  of  navigation  or  to  or  of  the  effect- 
"  ing  of  any  of  the  said  purposes. 

"  8.  Nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  authorize  the  exercise  of  any  power  con- 
'  ferred  by  this  Act  so  as  to  interfere  with  the  free  navigation  of  the  said  lake  or  the  said 
'  rivers  or  any  of  their  branches  or  tributaries,  or  to  the  detriment  of  the  free  and  unin- 
'  terrupted  passage  of  any  timber,  saw-logs,  pulpwood  or  other  lumber,  belonging  to 
'  persons  other  than  the  Company,  or  so  as  to  prevent  the  passage  of  salmon  and 
'  other  anadromous  fish  up  and  down  the  river. 

"  2.  Whenever  a  boom  is  so  situated  as  in  any  way  to  interfere  with  the  channel, 
'  the  Company  shall  provide  at  their  own  cost  and  expense  a  sutScient  number  of  men  and 
'  station  them  at  the  boom  for  the  purpose  of  opening  and  closing  the  boom,  The  opening 
'  in  the  boom  shall  be  of  such  width  as  is  determined  by  regulation  made  under  this  Act 
'  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  and  shall  be  opened  promptly  and  so  as  to  cause  no  delay  ; 
'  and  the  necessary  steps  shall  be  taken  for  keeping  the  channel  clear  for  the  passage  of 
'  vessels  and  rafts,  and  of  timber,  saw-logs,  pulpwood  and  other  lumber  belonging  to  per- 
'  sons  other  than  the  company ;  and  in  addition  to  any  claims  against  the  Company  for 
'  damages,  any  oiiicer  or  servant  of  the  Company  in  charge  of  such  boom  who  neglects  to 
'  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  Thirty 
'  dollars,  which  may  be  recovered  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  a  summary  manner. 

"  3.  The  Company  shall  make  full  compensation  for  lands,  works  or  improvements 
'  occupied  or  injuriously  affected,  and  for  any  loss  or  damage,  caused  b}'  the  consti;uction 
existence,  maintenance  or  operation  of  any  of  the  Company's  works  or  improvements. 

"  9.  Plans  and  specifications  of  such  proposed  works,  alterations  or  enlargements, 
showing  the  site,  location  and  character  thereof,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Min-

Prayers. 

Mr.  Champagne,  from  the  Select  Committee  appointed  to  supervise  the  Official 
Report  of  the  Debates  of  this  House  during  the  present  Session,  presented  to  the 
House  the  Third  Report  of  tlie  said  Committee,  which  was  read,  as  foUoweth  : — 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  in  addition  to  the  regular  index  to  the  Official 
Report  of  the  Debates  of  the  present  Session,  an  analytical  index,  covering  the  several 
volumes  thereof  be  preparetl  and  issued  in  a  separate  x  olume  and  a  sufficient  number  of 
copies  of  the  said  index  be  printed  and  bound  for  distribution  to  those  entitled  to  receive 
bound  copies  of  the  Official  Report  of  the  Debates. 

That  Mr.  Daniel  McGillicuddy  be  appointed  to  prepare  the  index  in  question  to  the 
English  Revised  Edition,  and  Mr.  Marc  Sauvalle  to  the  French  Edition,  said  work  to  be 
performed  apart  from  that  of  the  present  staff,  and  that  on  the  final  completion  of  the 
above  work,  the  foregoing  be  paid  for  their  services  the  sum  of  $750  each. 

Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier,  a  Member  of  the  King's  Privy  Council,  presented, — Return  to 
an  Address  to  His  Excellency,  dated  17th  March,  1904,  for  copies  of  the  Commission 
appointing  Mr.  Justice  Britton  and  other  Commissioners  to  enquire  into  the  Treadgold 
and  otiier  Concessions  in  the  Yukon  Territory  ;  and  of  all  the  evidence,  exhibits,  papers 
and  documents  produced  at  the  investigation  held  by  the  said  Commissioners,  and  of 
any  report  or  reports  made  by  the  said  Commissioners.

"  (a.)  On  or  in  the  navigable  waters  of  Kamloops  Lake,  of  the  Thompson  River,  at 
"  or  near  its  entrance  into  Kamloops  Lake,  and  of  the  North  Thompson  River  at  or  near 
"  its  confluence  with  the  South  Thompson  River,  such  wharfs,  docks,  piers,  booms  and 
"  other  works  as  are  necessary  for  or  incidental  to  the  said  purposes. 

"  (6.)  Above  Kamloops  Lake,  on  or  in  the  navigable  waters  of  the  said  rivers  or  any 
"  of  their  branches  or  tributaries,  such  dams,  slides,  wharfs,  docks,  piers,  booms  and  other 
"  works  as  are  necessary  for  or  incidental  to  the  said  purposes. 

"  2  The  Company  may,  in  the  navigable  waters  of  Kamloops  Lake  and  of  the  said 
"  rivers  above  Kamloops  Lake  and  of  any  of  their  branches  and  tributaries  remove  or 
"  lessen  obstructions  or  impediments  to  or  hindrances  of  navigation  or  to  or  of  the  efiect- 
"  ing  of  any  of  the  said  purposes. 
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"  8.  Nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  authorize  the  exercise  of  any  power  con- 
"  ferred  by  this  Act  so  as  to  interfere  with  the  free  navigation  of  the  said  lake  or  the 
"  said  rivers  or  any  of  their  branches  or  tributaries,  or  to  the  detriment  of  the  free  and 
"  uninterrupted  passage  of  any  timber,  saw-logs,  pulpwood  or  other  lumber,  belonging  to 
"  persons  other  than  the  Company,  or  so  as  to  prevent  the  passage  of  salmon  and  other 
"  anadromous  fish  up  and  down  the  river. 

"  2.  Whenever  a  boom  is  so  situated  ss  in  any  way  to  interfere  with  the  channel,  the 
"  Company  shall  provide  at  their  own  cost  and  expense  a  suiiicient  number  of  men  and 
"  station  them  at  the  boom  for  the  purpose  of  opening  and  closing  the  boom.  The  open- 
"  ing  in  the  boom  shall  be  of  such  width  as  is  determined  by  regulation  made  under 
"  this  Act  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  and  shall  be  opened  promptly  and  so  as  to  cause 
"  no  delay ;  and  the  necessary  steps  shall  be  taken  for  keeping  the  channel  clear  for 
"  the  passage  of  vessels  and  rafts,  and  of  timber,  saw-logs,  pulpwood  and  other  lumber 
"  belonging  to  persons  other  than  the  company  ;  and  in  addition  to  any  claims  against 
"  the  Company  for  damages,  any  officer  or  servant  of  the  Company  in  charge  of  such 
"  boom  who  neglects  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
"  not  exceeding  Thirty  dollars,  which  may  be  recovered  before  any  justice  of  the  peace 
"  in  a  summar}'  manner. 

"  3.  The  Company  shall  make  full  compensation  for  lands,  works  or  improvements 
"  occupied  or  injuriously  affected,  and  for  any  loss  or  damage,  caused  by  the  construction, 
"  existence,  maintenance  or  operation  of  any  of  the  Company's  works  or  improvements. 

"  9.  Plans  and  specifications  of  such  proposed  works,  alterations  or  enlargements, 
"  showing  the  site,  location  and  character  thereof,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Min- 
"  ister  of  Public  Works  at  Ottawa,  and  in  the  office  of  the  Dominion  Lands  Agent  at 
"  the  City  of  Kamloops  or  in  such  other  place  in  the  City  of  Kamloops  as  may  be  directed 
"  by  the  Minister  of  Public  Works  ;  and  forthwith  thereafter  the  Company  shall  give 
"  public  notice  for  one  month  of  such  deposit  in  at  least  one  newspaper  published  in  the 
"  City  of  Kamlooi^s,  stating  the  date,  hour  and  place  at  which  an  application  will  be 
"  made  to  the  Governor  in  Council  for  his  approval  to  be  given  to  such  plans  ;  and  the 
"  Governor  in  Council,  after  hearing  such  application  and  determining  all  matters  in 
"  relation  thereto  then  brought  before  him  b}'  any  person  interested,  ma)-  approve  of  such 
"  plans  ;  and  until  such  approval  the  Company  shall  have  no  authorit}'  to  proceed  with 
"  the  construction,  alteration  or  enlargement  of  such  works  or  any  of  them. 

"10.  The  Governor  in  Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  such  orders  and

Sir  Frederick  W.  Borden  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  Emmerson,  and  the  Question 
being  proposed,  That  the  Bill  be  now  read  the  third  time  ; 

Mr.  Tisdale  moved,  in  amendment,  seconded  by  Mr.  Rosamond,  That  all  the  words 
after  "  now  "  to  the  end  of  the  Question  be  left  out,  and  the  words  "  re-committed  to  a 
'•  Committee  of  the  Whole  House  with  instructions  to  strike  out  Section  7  of  the  said 
"  Act  ",  which  reads  as  follows  : — 

"  7.  The  Governor  in  Coiiiiril  may  appoint  a  Militia  Council  to  advise  the  Minister

"  shall  be  paid  at  such  rate,  not  exceeding  $6,000  per  annum,  as  is  prescribed  " ;  and 
"  substitute  therefor  the  following  : — 

"  30.  There  shall  be  appointed  an  officer  who  holds  the  rank  of  Colonel,  or  rank 
"  superior  thereto,  in  His  Majesty's  Regular  Armjr,  Nvho  shall  be  charged,  under  the 
"  orders  of  His  Majesty,  with  the  mihtary  command  and  discipline  of  tlie  Militia,  and 
"  who,  while  he  holds  such  appointment,  shall  have  the  rank  of  Major  General  in  the 
"  MiHtia,  and  shall  be  paid  ,i  ^alai  v  at  the  rate  of  $4,000  per  annum,  and  any  addi- 
"  tion  thereto  in  lieu  of  allowances,  such  sum,  not  exceeding  $2,000  per  annum,  as  is  de- 
"  termined  by  the  Govei'nor  in  Council."

"  regulations  and  under  ihedirection  uf  the  Minister,  charged  with  the  military  inspection 
"  of  the  Militia,  and  such  officer  shall  be  paid  at  such  rate,  not  exceeding:"  $6,000  per 
"  annum,  as  is  prescribed."  ^ 

And  also  to  strike  out  Section  32  of  the  said  Act,  which  reads,  as  follows  :  

"  32.  The  duties  and  authority  of  each  of  the  officers,  respectiveh^,  referred  to  in  the 
"  two  next  proceeding  Sections  shall  be  defined  by  the  Governor  in  Council." 

And  substitute  therefor  the  following  : — 

"  32.  The  Governor  in  Council  shall  from  time  to  time  make  such  orders  as  are  ne- 
"  cessary  respecting  the  duties  to  be  performed  by  the  Officer  Commanding  the  Militia,  by 
"  the  Adjutant  General,  by  the  Quartermaster  General  and  by  the  officers  of  the  Militia 
"  generally."

"  36.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  establish  a  General  Staff,  Headquarters  Staff  •

"  respective  staffs  as  are  deemed  necessary,  and  shall  define  their  duties  and  authority  "  • 

"  and  substitute  therefor  the  following  :   ' 

"  36.  His  Majesty  may  appoint  Staff  Officers  of  the  Militia  with  such  rant  as  from 
"  time  to  time  IS  found  requisite  or  necessary  for  the  efficiency  of  the  Militia  service,  and 
such  Staf^  Officers  shall  have  such  rank  and  authority  in  the  Militia  as  are  held,  relatively 
"  in  His  Majesty's  service,  and  their  duties  shall  be  such  as  are,  from  time  to  time  pres- 
''cribed,  with  power  to  the  Committee  to  make  such  other  alterations,  if  any  as  shall  be 
"necessary  to  bring  the  Act  in  accord  with  the  above  changes,"  inserted  instead  thereof  • 
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And  the  Question  being  put  on  the  amendment ;  the  House  divided  :  and  it  passed 
in  the  Negative. 

And  the  Question  being  again  proposed,  That  the  Bill  be  now  read  the  third  time  ; 

Mr.  Logan  moved  in  amendment,  seconded  by  Mr.  Mclsaac,  That  all  the  words 
after  "  now  "  to  the  end  of  the  Question  be  left  out,  and  the  words  "  re-committed  to  a 
"  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  with  instruction  to  amend  the  same  by  striking  out

"  79.  The  District  Officer  Commanding  in  any  locality,  if  he  is  present  in  the 
"  locality  and  able  to  act,  or  if  he  is  not  so  present,  or  from  sickness  or  other  cause  is 
"  unable  to  act,  the  senior  officer  of  the  Active  Militia  in  any  locality,  shall  call  out  the 
"  same  or  such  portion  thereof  as  he  considers  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  or 
"  suppressing  any  such  actual  or  anticipated  riot  or  disturbance,  when  thereunto  required 
"  in  writing  by  such  civil  authorities  hereinafter  mentioned  ;  provided  always  that  so  far 
as  the  Permanent  Force  is  available,  in  the  opinion  of  the  officer  upon  whom  the  requisi- 
"  tion  is  made,  a  sufficient  number  of  that  force  is  to  be  employed  upon  this  duty  before 
"  recourse  is  had  to  other  militia  corps. 

79rt.  The  civil  authorities  by  whom  such  requisition  may  be  made  are  : — 

(a.)  If  the  place  where  such  riot  or  disturbance  oci  nis  or  is  anticipated  is  muni- 
"  cipally  organized,  the  mayor  or  warden,  or  other  head  oi  acting  head  of  the  munici- 
"  pality,  unless  he  has  declined  or  is  unable  to  act,  and  in  that  case  the  county  or  district 
"  court  judge,  or  one  of  the  county  or  district  court  judges,  having  jurisdiction  in  such 
"  place,  or  if  there  is  no  such  county  or  district  court  judge,  any  judge  of  a  Superior 
,  "  Court  who  has  jurisdiction  there  ; 

"(ft.)  If  the  place  where  such  riot  or  disturbance  occurs  or  is  anticipated  is  not 
"municipally  organized,  the  county  or  district  court  judg>-.  "i  une  of  the  county  or 
"  district  court  judges,  having  jurisdiction  in  such  place,  or  if  there  is  no  such  county  or 
"district  court  judge,  then  to  any  judge  of  a  Superior  Court  having  jurisdiction  there. 

"  2.  Wherever  under  sub-Section  1  of  this  Section  a  judge  is  designated  as  the  civil 
"  authority  by  whom  a  requisition  may  be  made,  and  there  is  no  such  judge,  or  the  judge, 
"  or  all  the  judges,  who  might  have  acted  are  absent,  or  unable  to  act,  the  requisition 
"  mav  be  made  by  any  five  justices  of  the  peace  having  jurisdiction  at  the  place  when 
"  such  riot  or  disturbance  occurs  or  is  anticipated. 

.3.  Where  the  requisition  is  made  by  a  judge,  any  statements  of  fact  contained 
"  therein  shall  be  final  and  binding  upon  all  parties  in  any  way  concerned. 

4.  Where  the  requisition  is  made  by  justices  of  the  peace,  any  statement  of  fact 
"  therein  contained  shall  not  be  open  to  dispute  by  the  officer  upon  whom  the  requisition 
"  is  made. 

80.  In  every  such  requisition  it  shall  be  stated  that  a  riot  or  disturbance  has 
"  occurred  or  is  anticipated,  and  that  the  service  of  the  Active  Militia  is  required  in  aid 
"  of  the  civil  power." 

81.  The  requisition  may  be  in  the  following  form,  or  to  the  like  eifect,  and  the 
"  form  may  be  varied  to  suit  the  facts  of  the  case  : —

And  the  Question  being  put  on  the  amemhiK'nt  :— It  was  resolved  in  the  Attirmative. 

The  House,  accordingly  again  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  on  the  said  Bill,  and, 
after  some  time  spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  Chair  ;  and  Mr.  Macdonald 
reported,  That  the  Committee  had  niado  further  progress,  and  directed  him  to  move  for 
leave  to  sit  again. 

Resolved,  That  this-  House  will,  at  its  next  sitting,  again  resolve  itse'f  mto  the 
said  Committee. 

The  House,  according  to  Orde:-,  again  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  on  the  Bill 
to  amend  the  Fisheries  Act,  and,  after  some  lime  spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaker  resumed 
the  Chair ;  and  Mr.  Macdonald  reported,  That  the  Committee  had  gone  through  the 
Bill,  and  made  Amendments  thereunto.

The  House,  according  to  Order,  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  to  consider  certain 
proposed  Re.solutions  respecting  the  railway  formerl}'  belonging  to  the  Canada  Eastern 
Railway  Compan}',  but  now  vested  in  the  Alexander  Gibson  Railway  and  Manufacturing 
Company.

powers,  privileges  and  property  held  or  exercisable  in  respect  thereof  or  in  connection 
therewith  ;  and  that  upon  such  purchase  being  effected  the  said  railways  and  its 
branch  lines  shall  become  and  form  part  of  the  Government  Railways  system  and 
be  operated  as  such. 

(h.)  That  it  be  made  a  condition  of  such  purchase  that  the  said  railway  and 
undertaking  shall  be  conveyed  to  His  Majesty  free  and  clear  from  all  charges,  liens  and 
encumbrances  affecting  the  same  under  or  by  virtue  or  in  respect  of  any  mortgages, 
bonds,  debentures,  preference  stocks,  or  other  securities  or  otherwise  howsoever. 

(c.)  That  authority  be  given  for  the  payment  for  the  said  railway  and  undertaking 
and  other  property  as  aforesaid,  out  of  any  unappropriated  moneys  forming  part  of  the 
Consolidated  Revenue  Fund,  the  sum  of  $800,000. 

2.  Resolved,  That  whereas  the  Fredericton  and  Saint  Mary's  Railwa}^  Bridge 
Company  has  made  default  in  payment  of  the  advances  of  money  paid  to  it  b}'  the 
Governor  in  Council  under  the  Statutes  of  1887,  Chapter  "26,  and  of  interest  thereon; 
which  said  advances  and  interest  were  made  a  first  charge  and  lien  and  were  dul}^ 
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secured  by  a  mortgage  on  all  the  property  real  and  personal  of  the  Bridge  Company, 
and  by  reason  of  such  default  all  the  pi-operty,  real  and  personal,  and  all  the  rights, 
franchises,  easements  and  privileges  of  the  said  Bridge  Compan}'  became  by  virtue  of 
the  said  last-mentioned  Act  and  mortgage  forfeited  to  the  Crown,  it  is  expedient  to 
authorize  the  Governor  in  Council,  by  his  oiHcers  or  agents,  to  enter  and  take  possession 
of  the  said  property,  rights,  franchises,  easements  and  privileges  on  behalf  of  His 
Majesty,  and  operate  the  same  or  any  portions  tliereof  as  part  of  the  Government  Rail- 
ways system. 

Resolutions  to  be  reported. 


Mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  Chair  ;  and  Mr.  Macdonald  reported.  That  the  Committee 
had  come  to  several  Resolutions. 

Ordered,  That  the  Report  be  now  received. 

Mr.  Macdonald  reported  the  Resolutions  accordingly,  and  the  same  were  read,  as

powers,  privileges  and  property  held  or  exercisable  in  respect  thereof  or  in  connection 
therewith  ;  and  that  upon  such  purchase  being  effected  the  said  railways  and  its  branch 
lines  shall  become  and  form  part  of  the  Government  Railways  system  and  be  operated 
as  such. 

(b.)  That  it  be  made  a  condition  of  such  purchase  that  the  said  railway  and 
undertaking  shall  be  conveyed  to  His  Majesty  free  and  clear  from  all  charges,  liens 
and  encumbrances  affecting  the  same  under  or  by  virtue  or  in  respect  of  any  mortgages, 
bonds,  debentures,  preference  stocks,  or  other  securities  or  otherwise  howsoever. 

(c.)  That  authority  be  given  for  the  payment  for  the  said  railway  and  undertaking 
and  other  property  as  aforesaid,  out  of  any  unappropriated  moneys  forming  part  of  the 
Consolidated  Revenue  Fund,  the  sum  of  $800,000. 

2.  Resolved,  That  whereas  the  Fredericton  and  Saint  Mary's  Railway  Bridge 
Company  has  made  default  in  payment  of  the  advances  of  money  paid  to  it  by  the 
Governor  in  Council  under  the  Statutes  of  1887,  Chapter  26,  and  of  interest  thereon, 
which  said  advances  and  interest  were  made  a  first  charge  and  lien  and  were  .duly 
secured  by  a  mortgage  on  all  the  property,  real  and  personal  of  the  Bridge  Company, 
and  by  reason  of  such  default  all  the  property,  real  and  personal,  and  all  the  rights, 
franchises,  easements  and  privileges  of  the  said  Bridge  Company  became  by  virtue  of 
the  said  last  mentioned  Act  and  mortgage  forfeited  to  the  tVown,  it  is  expedient  to 
authorize  the  Governor  in  Council,  by  his  officers  or  agents,  to  enter  and  take  possession 
of  the  said  property,  rights,  franchises,  easements  and  privileges  on  behalf  of  His 
Majesty,  and  operate  the  same  or  any  portions  thereof  as  part  of  the  Government  Rail- 
ways system. 

The  said  Resolutions,  being  read  a  second  time,  were  agreed  to. 
And  The  House  having  continued  to  sit  till  after  Twelve  of  the  Clock  on  Wednes- 
day morning ; 

Wednesday,  3rd  August,  1904. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Emmerson  have  leave  to  bring  in  a  Bill  authorizing  the  Gov- 
ernment of  Canada  to  purchase  the  Canada  Eastern  Railway  and  to  take  possession  of 
the  Fredericton  and  Saint  Mary's  Railway  Bridge. 
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He  accordingly  presented  the  said  Bill  to  th6  House,  and  the  same  was  received 
and  read  the  first  time ;  and  ordered  to  be  read  a  second  time  at  the  next  sitting  of  the 
House. 

And  then  The  House,  having  continued  to  sit  till  Twenty-five  minutes  before  One 
of  the  Clock  on  Wednesday  morning,  adjourned  till  Eleven  o'Clock,  AM.,  this  day.

Prayers. 

Mr.  Douglas,  from  the  Select  Standing  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Coloniza- 
tion, presented  to  the  House  the  Third  and  Final  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which 
was  read,  as  followeth  : — 

The  Investigations  of  your  Committee  during  the  current  Session  of  Parliament 
included,  first  Agriculture  in  all  its  branches  and  productions,  except  dairying, 
throughout  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  the  preservation  of  timber  and  the  progress  of 
forestry  as  conducted  in  Western  Canada  ;  also,  irrigation  in  the  West,  the  increase  of 
crops  where  it  is  in  operation,  and  the  prosperity  of  the  sugar-beet  industry  when  aided 
hj  irrigation.  The  solution  of  the  problem  of  how  to  raise  apples  successfully  in  Mani- 
toba and  the  North-west  Territories  was  an  item  of  enquiry  that  elicited  valuable  infer-  • 
mation. 

The  Evidence  upon  stock  fattening  and  the  comparative  value  of  the  different  breeds 
and  strains  of  milch  cows  form  a  valuable  compendium  of  information  to  farmers  in 
both  these  branches  of  stock-raising. 

The  Evidence  upon  the  operations  of  the  Experimental  Farms  demonstrates  that 
these  institutions  ai-e  promoting  the  work  of  improvement  in  the  cultivation  of  lands, 
followed  by  an  increase  of  acreage  production,  in  all  sections  tu  w  liicli  their  influence 
extends,  and  that  the  scientific  researches  at  the  Central  Experimental  Farm,  espe- 
ciallv,  are  materially  increased  in  their  usefulness  to  farmers,  through  this  Committee, 
as  a'medium  of  sending  broadcast  to  every  agricultural  constituency  in  the  Dominion 
the  evidence  taken  by  them,  which  every  farmer  can  read  in  his  home  and  thus  apply 
to  his  vocation  the  facts  contained  in  this  literature,  set  forth  by  the  best  of  authors 
upon  the  science  of  agriculture. 

The  Evidence  taken  by  your  Committee  upon  all  the  subjects  above  referred  to  is 
hereby  annexed  as  an  essential  portion  of  this  Peport. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  20,000  copies  of  the  Evidence  of  Mr.  Samuel  M. 
Genest  upon  the  practical  operation  and  effects  of  Irrigation,  as  practised  in  Western 
Canada,  be  printed  in  pamphlet  form,  in  the  usual  numerical  proportions  of  English 
and  French,  as  advanced  sheets  of  your  Committee's  Final  Report ;  19,800  to  be  allotted 
to  Members  of  Parliament  for  distribution,  100  copies  to  Mr.  Genest  and  100  copies  for 
the  use  of  your  Committee. 

The  Second  Division  of  your  Committee's  enquiry  had  relation,  solely,  to  Immigra- 
tion and  the  settlement  of  immigrants  upon  lands.  The  Evidence  furnished  upon  this 
division  was  submitted  by  Messieurs  James  A.  Smart,  Deputy  Minister  of  the  Interior, 
and  W.  B.  Scott,  Superintendent  of  Immigration.  This  Evidence  also  is  appended  to 
this  Report,  to  be  printed  as  an  essential  portion  thereof. 

Your  Committee  have  had  before  them,  and  heard  Mr.  James  M.  Macoun,  Assistant 
Naturalist  of  the  Geological  Survey  Branch  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  upon 
his  observations  on  the  Peace  River  District  of  the  North-west  Territories,  to  which  he 
was  sent  by  the  Department  in  1903,  for  observation  in  relation  to  its  agricultural 
capabilities.  His  examination  on  Evidence  before  your  Committee  was  referred  to  a 
sub-Committee  for  consideration  and  report,  the  report  of  the  sub-Committee  whick 
followed  was  adopted  by  this  Committee  as  their  own,  and  is  as  follows 

"  We    the  sub-Committee,  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  Evidence 
recently' given  by  James  M.  Macoun,  before  the  Agricultural  Committee,  beg  to  report 

"  as  follows  : —  ,,,,,1-^1  4.  j 

"1  In  our  opinion,  the  Evidence  of  Mr.  Macoun  had  better  be  printed  as  reported, 
"  with  such  remarks  by  Honourable  Members  as  appear  therein.  Any  elimination  m  our 
■"  judgment,  might  mutilate  the  same  so  as  to  mar  the  sense. 
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"  2  After  carefully  considering  the  Evidence  given  by  Mr.  Macoun,  before  your 
"  Committee,  we  are  of^the  opinion  that  he  was  not  possessed  of  sufficient  information  to 
"  make  a  report  upon  the  Peace  River  country,  and  that  he  was  not  warranted  by  the 
"  facts  within  his  knowledge  in  making  the  report  he  did,  and  in  arriving  at  the  sweep- 
»  incvly  unfavourable  conclusions  he  has.  Mr.  Macoun  spent  less  than  three  months  m 
"  the  Peace  River  country,  travelling  the  greater  part  of  that  time  on  foot.  The  area 
"  covered  by  his  report  amounts  to  considerably  over  Twenty  million  acres,  and  it  is 
"  unreasonable  to  suppose  that  any  man  could,  within  that  time,  acquire  sufficient  know- 
"  led'^e  to  enable  him  to  make  the  report  and  give  the  Evidence  which  Mr.  Macoun  did. 

"  3.  We  find  that  Mr.  Macoun  is  in  direct  conflict,  in  most  important  particulars, 
"  with  such  eminent  authorities  as  the  late  Dr.  Dawson,  the  Reverend  Dr.  Gordon,  Pro- 
"  fessor  Macoun  (father  of  the  witness)  and  others.  Dr.  Dawson  says  of  the  Grande 
"  Prairie  : — 

"  '  The  soil  of  the  Grande  Prairie  is  almost  everywhere  exceedingly  fertile,  and  it 
"  is  covered  for  miles  together  by  a  deep  rich  loam  which  it  would  be  impossible  to  surpass 
"  in  excellence.' 

"  Mr.  Macoun,  in  his  Report,  says  of  this  same  district,  in  speaking  of  its  soil  : — 
"  '  This  loam,  as  I  saw  it,  varies  from  four  to  six  inches  in  depth  ;  it  may  be  deeper 

"  in  places,  but  if  so,  such  soil  has  not  been  seen  by  any  one  whom  I  have  met  in  the 

"  country.' 

"  In  his  Evidence,  Mr.  Macoun  limits  the  depth  of  the  soil  to  four  or  five  inches, 
"  with  an  impervious  clay  sub-soil.  Dr.  Dawson,  in  his  report,  tells  us  that  in  the 
"  Peace  River  District  there  are  at  least  Fifteen  million  acres  of  good  wheat  lands,  and 
"  that  the  country  is  well  adapted  to  agriculture.  This  Mr.  Macoun  undertakes  to 
"  dispute.  We  will  not  go  into  the  other  disagreements  between  Mr.  Macoun  and  Dr. 
"Dawson  and  the  other  gentlemen  we  have  mentioned,  but  they  are  striking  and  irre- 
"concilable.  Mr.  Macoun,  in  his  Report,  cites  Mr.  Ogilvie  in  support  of  his  contention 
"  that  this  country  is  not  suited  to  wheat-raising.  Mr.  Ogilvie,  on  the  same  page  that 
"  Mr.  Macoun  quotes  from,  says  : — 

"  '  Were  it  not  for  the  difficulty  of  getting  into  and  out  of  the  country,  stock- 
"  raising  might  be  profitably  engaged  in.  Hay  is  abundant  and  of  good  quality  nearly 
"everywhere  ;  and  in  summer,  grazing  is  excellent.' 

"  Mr.  Macoun  condemns  this  country  for  stock-raising,  and  in  his  Evidence,  upon 
"  being  asked  :  '  Isn't  it  good  for  either  cattle  or  grain  I '  Said  :  '  That  is  what  I  say. 
"  I  don't  think  it  necessary  to  make  it  plainer.  If  you  want  it  definite,  it  is  less  suited 
"  for  cattle  as  an  industry  than  for  grain-raising.  It  is  not  only  difficult  to  get  hay  for 
"  winter,  but  it  is  difficult  to  get  water.' 

"  4.  It  is,  in  our  opinion,  to  be  regetted  that  Mr.  Macoun's  Report  was  ever 
"printed  or  distributed,  and  we  would  earnestly  advise  that  no  more  copies  of  said 
"  Report  be  given  to  the  public  until  a  careful  examination  of  the  country  bv  reliable 
"  experts  can  be  made,  and  in  this  connection,  we  would  urge  that  the  Government  take 
"immediate  action  to  have  this  country  thoroughly  explored  and  reported  upon  by  com- 
"petent  and  reliable  men. 

"  5.  We  find  ourselves  unable  to  reconcile  the  difi'erent  statements  made  by  Mr. 
"  Macoun  in  his  Evidence  and  in  his  Report. 

"  6.  We  consider  this  matter  of  vital  importance  to  the  interests  of  Canada,  as  the 
"  Report  of  Mr.  Macoun  and  the  Evidence  given  by  him  before  your  Committee  must 
"  necessarily  have  a  very  serious  effect  upon  the  opening  and  development  of  this  im- 
"portant  section  of  the  Dominion. 

"  7.  Your  Committee  cannot  undertake  to  decide  the  differences  that  exist  between 
"  Mr.  Macoun  and  the  reports  of  the  other  gentlemen,  but  we  are  strongly  of  opinion 
"that  he  had  not  sufficient  knowledge  or  data  upon  which  to  found  the  conclusions  he 
"arrived  at."    {Appendix  Xo.  ;.'.) 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Parmelee,  seconded  by  Mr.  Mclsaac, 

Resolved,  That  this  House  doth  concur  in  the  Second  Report  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee of  both  Houses  on  the  Printing  of  Parliament. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Champagne,  seconded  by  Mr.  Russell, 

Resolved,  That  this  House  doth  concur  in  the  Third  Report  of  the  Select  Com- 
mittee appointed  to  supervise  the  Official  Report  of  the  Debates  of  this  House  during 
the  present  Session. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Mr.  Russell, 

Ordered,  That  Bill  respecting  the  Canada  Life  Assurance  Company,  be  withdrawn, 
and  the  fee  and  charges  paid  thereon  i  efunded,  less  the  cost  of  printing  and  translation, 
in  accord  ince  with  the  recommendatinii  contained  in  the  Sixth  Report  of  the  Select 
Standing  Committee  on  Banking  and  Cinnmerce. 

Mr.  Fisher  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  Paterson,  That  this  House  will,  To-morrow, 
resolve  itself  into  a  Committee  to -consider  a  certain  proposed  Resolution  respecting  the 
Animal  Contagious  Diseases  Act  of  1903. 

Mr.  Fisher,  a  Member  of  tlie  King's  Privy  Council,  then  acquainted  the  House, 
That  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General,  having  been  informed  of  the  subject  matter 
of  this  Motion,  recommends  it  to  the  consideration  of  the  House. 

Resolved,  That  this  House  will.  To-morrow,  resolve  itself  into  the  said  Committee. 

Mr.  Emmerson  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  Fisher,  That  this  House  will,  To-morrow, 
resolve  itself  into  a  Committee  to  consider  certain  proposed  Resolutions  respecting  cer- 
tain lines  of  railway. 

Mr.  Emmerson,  a  Member  of  the  King's  Privy  Council,  then  acquainted  the 
House,  That  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General,  having  been  informed  of  the  subject 
matter  of  this  Motion,  recommends  it  to  the  consideration  of  the  House. 

Resolved,  That  this  House  will,  To-morroAv,  resolve  itself  into  the  said  Committee. 

Mr.  Hyman  presented,— Supplementary  Return  to  an  Order  of  this  House,  dated 
20th  June,  "1904,  for  copies  of  all  Contracts  for  public  works  entered  into  by  the  Gov- 
ernment, which  required  the  contractors  to  pay  their  workmen  fair  wages,  in  accordance 
with  the  Fair-wage  Resolution  agreed  upon  by  Parliament  in  the  Session  of  1900  ;  also, 
the  amounts  of  money  covered  by  these  contracts.

Mr.  Parmelee,  from  the  Joint  Committee  of  both  Houses  on  the  Printing  of  Parlia-

The  Committee  recommended,  as  per  Report  of  the  sub-Committee  appointed  to 
consider  the  question  of  the  status  of  the  several  members  of  the  Staff  of  the  Distribu- 
tion Department  of  the  House  of  Commons'  and  Senate  : — 

That  the  Disti'ibutor  of  Printed  Documents  of  Parliament  be  hereafter  designated 
as  the  Superintendent  of  Distribution  of  Printed  Documents  of  Parliament ;  that  the 
Assistant  Distributor  be  named  Assistant  Superintendent,  and  the  Second  Assistant 
Distributor  be  named  Second  Assistant  Superintendent; 

That  I  he  jiosition  of  Messenger  of  the  Distribution  Office  be  abolished,  and  that  Mr. 
Auguste  Lemay,  who  at  present  fills  the  said  position,  be  appointed  Junior  Second-class 
Clerk,  under  the  designation  of  Clerk  of  Distribution  of  Printed  DocumoJits,  with  the 
minimum  salary  of  a  Junior  Second-class  Clerk,  such  as  provided  bv  the  Civil  Service 
Act,  viz.,  $800; 

That  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Civil  Service  Act,  as  amended  last 
I  Session  of  Parliament,  the  salary  of  Mr.  Robert  B.  Da^vidson  be  $l,!"i(),  the  minimum 

of  a  Chief  Clerk,  to  date  from  the  first  of  January  last,  as  was  done  in  similar  cases  in 
the  service ;  and  that  the  same  principle  be  made  applicable  to  the  following  cases, 
viz  : — the  salary  of  Mr.  Thomas  Wardrope  Alexander  be  $1,200,  being  the  minimum  of 
a  Second-class  Clerk,  to  date  from  the  first  January  last,  and  that  the  salary  of  3>Ir. 
Albert  Beauchesne  be  increased  by  $100,  from  the  beginniii^  of  the  present  fiscal  year,

"  dealer  ;  or 

"(c.)  consigns  any  such  goods  to  another  person  for  sale  upon  commission,  upon 
"  such  terms  that  the  consignee  can  profit  by  such  sale  only  if  he  does  not  sell  or  deal  in 
"  goods  of  a  like  kind,  manufactured  by,  or  obtained,  or  to  be  obtained,  from-  any  other 
"  manufacturer  or  dealer."

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  do  carry  the  Bill  to  the  Senate,  and  desire  their  concur- 
rence. 

The  Order  of  the  Daj^  being  read,  for  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill  to  amend  the 
Land  Titles  Act,  1S94. 

The  Bill  was  accordingly  read  a  second  time  ;  and  committed  to  a  Committee  of 
the  Whole  House. 

Resolved,  That  tliis  House  do  immediately  resolve  itself  into  the  said  Committee. 
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The  House  accordingly  resolved  itself  into  the  said  Committee,  and,  after  some 
time  spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  Chair  ;  and  Mr.  Macdonald  reported.  That 
the  Committee  had  gone  through  the  Bill,  and  directed  him  to  report  the  same  without 
any  amendment. 

Ordered,  That  the  Bill  be  now  read  the  tliird  time. 

The  Bill  was  accordingly  read  the  third  time. 

Resolved,  That  the  Bill  do  pass. 

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  do  carry  the  Bill  to  the  Senate,  and  desire  their  concur- 
rence. 

The  House,  according  to  Order,  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  to  consider  a 
certain  proposed  Resolution  respecting  amendments  to  the  Customs  Act. 

{In  the  Committee). 

Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  to  provide  that  the  Customs  Act  be  amended  as 
follows  ; —  « 

1.  That  the  following  provisions  be  added  to  Section  2  of  the  said  Act  / — 

(s).  The  expression  "duty"  or  "duties"  includes  "special  duty"  and  "special 
"  duties.  " 

2.  That  Section  7  of  the  said  Act  shall  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  following 
words  : — "  and  the  additional  sura,  if  any,  payable  under  the  next  following  Section  of 
this  Act." 

.3.  That  Section  8  of  the  said  Act,  as  amended  by  Section  4  of  Chapter  14  of  the 
Statutes  of  1888,  be  repealed. 

4.  That  the  following  sub-Section  be  added  to  Section  62  of  the  said  Act,  as  amended 
by  Section  5  of  Chapter  14  of  the  Statutes  of  1889  : — 

"  Provided,  however,  in  respect  of  goods  shipped  to  Canada  on  consignment,  but 
"  which  have  been  sold  by  the  exporter  to  persons  in  Canada  prior  to  their  importation 
"  into  Canada,  that  the  duties  shall  not  be  assessed  in  any  case  upon  an  amovmt  less  than 
"  the  invoice  value  to  the  Canadian  purchaser  j  exclusive  of  all  charges  therein,  after 
"  shipment  from  the  place  whence  exported  directly  to  Canada. 

"  When  articles  of  the  same  material,  or  of  a  similar  kind  but  of  a  different  qua- 
"  lity,  are  found  in  the  same  package,  charged  or  invoiced  at  an  average  price  it  shall  be 
"  the  dut}'  of  the  appraisers  to  adopt  the  value  of  the  best  article  contained  in  such 
"  package  as  the  average  value  of  the  whole  ;  and  duty  shall  be  levied  thereon  accordingly. 

"  (2.)  The  Board  of  C'ustoms  may  review  the  decision  of  any  appraiser  or  Collector 
"  of  Customs  as  to  the  principal  markets  of  the  country,  or  as  to  the  fair  market  value  of 
"  goods  for  duty  purposes.  The  decision  of  the  Board  of  Customs  in  regard  to  such  prin- 
"  cipal  market^,  and  value  of  goods  for  duty  purposes  in  any  case  or  class  of  cases,  shall, 
"  when  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Customs,  be  final  and  conclusive,  except  as  otherwise 
"  provided  in  the  Customs  Act." 

Resolution  to  be  reported.

3.  That  Section  8  of  the  said  Act,  as  amended  by  Section  4  of  Chapter  14  of  the 
Statutes  of  1888,  be  repealed. 

4.  That  the  following  sub-Section  be  added  to  Section  62  of  the  said  Act,  as 
amended  by  Section  5  of  Chapter  14  of  the  Statutes  of  1889  : — 

"  Provided,  however,  in  respect  of  goods  shipped  to  Canada  on  consignment,  but 
"  which  have  been  sold  by  the  exporter  to  persons  in  Canada  priqf  to  their  importation 
"  into  Canada,  that  the  duties  shall  not  be  assessed  in  any  case  upon  an  amount  less  than 
"  the  invoice  value  to  the  Canadian  purchaser  ;  exclusive  of  all  charges  therein,  after 
"  shipment  from  the  place  whence  exported  directly  to  Canada. 

"  When  articles  of  the  same  material,  or  of  a  similar  kind  but  of  a  different  qua- 
"  lity,  are  found  in  the  same  package,  charged  or  invoiced  at  an  average  price,  it  shall  be 
"  the  duty  of  the  appraisers  to  adopt  the  value  of  the  best  article  contained  in  such  package 
"  as  the  average  value  of  the  whole  ;  and  duty  shall  be  levied  thereon  accordingly. 

"  (2.)  The  Board  of  Customs  may  review  the  decision  of  any  appraiser  or  Collector 
"  of  Customs  as  to  the  principal  markets  of  the  country,  or  as  to  the  fair  market  value  of 
"  goods  for  duty  purposes.  The  decision  of  the  Board  of  Customs  in  regard  to  such 
"  principal  markets,  and  value  of  goods  for  duty  purposes  in  any  case  or  class  of  cases, 
"  shall,  when  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Customs,  be  final  and  conclusive,  except  as 
"  otherwise  provided  in  the  Customs  Act." 

The  said  Resolution,  being  read  a  second  time,  was  agreed  to. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Paterson  have  leave  to  bring  in  a  Bill  to  amend  the  Customs 
Act.  • 

He  accordingly  presented  the  said  Bill  to  the  House,  and  the  same  was  received 
and  read  the  first  time. 

Ordered,  That  the  Bill  be  now  read  a  second  time. 

The  Bill  was  accordingly  read  a  second  time  ;  and  committed  to  a  Committee  of 
the  Whole  House. 

Resolved,  That  this  House  do  immediately  resolved  itself  into  the  said  Committee. 

The  House  accordingly  resolved  itself  into  the  said  Committee,  and,  after  some 
time  spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  Chair  ;  and  Mr.  Macdonald  reported,  That 
the  Committee  had  gone  through  the  Bill,  and  directed  him  to  report  the  same  without 
any  amendment. 

Ordered,  That  the  Bill  be  now  read  the  third  time. 

The  Bill  was  accordingly  read  the  third  time. 

Resolved,  That  the  Bill  do  pass. 

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  do  carry  the  Bill  to  the  Senate,  and  detira  their  concur- 
rence. 

Mr.  Speaker  accjuainted  the  House,  That  a  Message  had  been  brought  from  the

Mr.  Fielding  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  Prefontaine,  and  the  Question  being  pro- 
posed, That  Mr.  Speaker  do  now  leave  the  Chair  ; 

And  a  Debate  arising  thereupon  : — The  said  Motion  was,  with  leave  of  the  House, 
withdrawn.

The  House,  according  to  Order,  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  to  consider 
certain  proposed  Resolutions  respecting  certain  lines  of  railway. 

(In  the  Committee) 

1.  Resolved,  That  in  these  Resolutions,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  the 
expression  "  cost  "  means  the  actual,  necessary  and  reasonable  cost,  and  shall  include  the 
amount  expended  upon  any  bridge,  up  to  and  not  exceeding  $25,000,  forming  part  of 
the  line  of  railway  subsidized  not  otherwise  receiving  any  bonus,  but  shall  not  include 
the  cost  of  terminals  and  right  of  way  of  the  railway  in  any  City  or  incorporated  Town  ; 
and  such  actual,  necessary  and  reasonable  cost  shall  be  determined  by  the  Governor  in 
Council,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals,  and  upon 
the  Pteport  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  Government  Railways,  certifying  that  he  has  made 
or  caused  to  be  made  an  inspection  of  the  line  of  railway  for  which  payment  of  subsidy 
is  asked,  and  careful  enquiry  into  the  cost  thereof,  and  that  in  his  opinion  the  amount 
upon  which  the  subsidy  is  claimed  is  reasonable,  and  does  not  exceed  the  true,  actual 
and  proper  cost  of  the  construction  of  such  railway. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Governor  in  Council  may  grant  a  subsidy  of  $3,200  per  mile 
towards  the  construction  of  each  of  the  undermentioned  lines  of  railway  (not  exceeding 
in  any  case  the  number  of  miles  hereinafter  respectively  stated),  which  shall  not  cost 
more  on  the  average  than  $1-5,000  per  mile  for  the  mileage  subsidized,  and  towards  the 
construction  of  each  of  the  said  lines  of  railway  not  exceeding  the  mileage  hereinafter 
stated,  which  shall  cost  more  on  the  average  than  $15,000  per  mile  for  the  mileage 
subsidized,  a  furthur  subsidy  beyond  the  sum  of  $3,200  per  mile  of  50  per  cent  on 
so  much  of  the  average  cost  of  the  mileage  subsidized  as  is  in  excess  of  $15,000  per  mile, 
such  subsidy  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  $6,400  per  mile  : — 

1.  To  the  Bracebridge  and  Trading  Lake  Railway  Company,  for  a  railway  from 
Bracebridge,  in  Muskoka,  to  a  point  at  or  near  Baysville,  Ontario,  in  lieu  of  the  sub- 
sidy granted  by  iiem  7  of  Section  2  of  Chapter  8  of  1900,  not  exceeding  15  miles. 

2.  To  the  Bruce  Mines  and  Algoma  Railway  Companj^,  for  the  following  lines  of 
railway  : — 

(a.)  For  that  ]>ortion  of  its  line  of  railway  from  Bruce  Mines  Junction  southerly  to 
the  Town  of  Bruce  Mines,  on  Lake  Huron,  a  distance  not  exceeding  3  miles ; 

(6.)  For  the  6  miles  of  railway  constructed  from  Gordon  Lake  Station,  being  the 
end  of  its  line  as  subsidized  by  Chapter  7  of  1901,  northward  to  Rock  Lake,  a  distance 
of  6  miles  ; 

(c.)  For  12  miles  from  Rock  Lake  northward,  a  distance  not  exceeding  12  miles. 
The  subsidies  to  the  said  lines  being  granted  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  by  item 
38  of  Section  2  of  Chapter  57  of  1903,  not  exceeding  21  miles. 

3.  To  the  Nepigon  Railway  Company,  for  the  following  lines  of  railway  : — 

(«.)  From  a  point  at  or  near  Nepigon  Station  on  the  line  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Piailway  to  Nepigon  Lake,  not  exceeding  30  miles  ; 
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(b.)  From  a  point  on  Nepigon  Bay  of  Lake  Superior  to  a  point  on  the  west  of  Lake 
Helen  on  the  Hne  of  the  said  Nepigon  Railway,  not  exceeding  3A  miles  ; 

(c.)  From  a  point  on  the  line  of  the  Nepigon  Railway  at  or  near  the  crossing  of 
the  Fraser  River,  to  a  point  on  Lake  Jesse  by  way  of  Cameron's  Falls,  not  exceeding  1| 
miles ; 

(d.)  From  a  point  on  the  north  shore  of  Lake  Nepigon  northerly,  not  exceeding  45 
miles. 

The  subsidies  to  the  said  lines  being  granted  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  by  item 
33  of  Section  2  of  Chapter  57  of  1903,  not  exceeding  80  mifes. 

4.  For  the  construction  of  a  branch  line  of  railway  beginning  at  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  Company's  main  line  at  St.  Philippe  d'Argenteuil  Station,  or  at  a  poii  t 
between  there  and  Grenville,  thence  in  a  northerly  direction,  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy 
granted  by  item  49  of  Section  2  of  Chapter  57  of  1903,  not  exceeding  3  miles, 

5.  To  the  Chateauguay  and  Northern  Railway  Company,  for  a  rail  \\  ay  from  a  point 
in  Hochelaga  ward,  Montreal,  to  a  point  on  the  Great  Northern  liailway  in  or  near  the 
Town  of  Joliette,  passing  at  or  near  the  Town  of  L'Assomption,  Quebec,  together  with 
a  spur  line  into  the  said  Town,  in  lieu  of  the  subsid}'  granted  by  item  32  of  Section  2  of 
Chapter  8  i>f  1900,  not  exceeding  42  miles. 

6.  To  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  of  Canada,  to  enable  it  to  extend  its 
railway  fiom  Arundel  to  a  point  in  the  municipality  of  the  United  Town.ships  of  Pieston 
and  Hartwell,  Province  of  Quebec,  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  to  the  Montford  and 
Gatineau  Colonization  Railway  by  item  6  of  Section  2  of  Chapter  57  of  1903,  not 
exceeding  30  miles. 

7.  To  the  Chateauguay- and  Northern  Railway  Company,  for  a  branch  line  from  a 
point  on  its  main  line  at  or  near  Charlemagne,  thence  northerly  and  westerly  to  a  point 
on  the  Montford  and  Gatineau  Kailwav  at  or  near  Morin  Flats,  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy 
granted  to  the  Montford  and  Gatineau  Colonization  Railway  by  item  41  of  Section  2  of 
Chapter  57  of  1903,  not  exceeding  22  miles. 

8.  To  the  Ottawa  River  Railway  Company,  for  a  line  of  railway  from  a  point  at  or 
near  St.  Agathe  des  Monts  Station  towards  the  Township  of  Howard  in  the  County  of 
Argenteuil,  passing  near  Lakes  St.  Joseph  and  Ste.  Marie,  in  a  southerly  direction,  in 
lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  to  the  Montreal  Northern  Railway  Company  by  item  58  of 
Section  2  of  Chapter  57  of  1903,  not  exceeding  15  miles. 

9.  To  the  Ottawa  River  Railway  Company,  for  a  line  of  railway  between  a  point 
in  the  Parish  of  St.  Andrews,  in  the  County  of  Argenteuil,  and  a  point  in  the  Parish  of 
St.  Lawrence,  in  the  County  of  Jacques  Cartier,  passing  through  the  Parishes  of  St. 
Placide,  St.  Eustache  and  St.  Martin,  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  by  item  10  of 
Section  2  of  Chapter  57  of  1 903,  not  exceeding  38  miles.' 

10.  For  a  line  of  railway  from  Lardo  towards  Upper  Arrow  Lake,  British  Columbia, 
in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  by  item  28  of  Section  2  of  Chapter  7  of  1901,  not  exceed- 
ing 30  miles. 

11.  To  the  Western  Alberta  Railway  Company,  from  a  point  on  the  United  States 
boundary,  west  of  range  27,  north-westerly  towards  Anthracite,  in  the  District  of 
Alberta,  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  by  item  40  of  Section  2  of  Chapter  7  of  1899, 
not  exceeding  50  miles. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Governor  in  Council  may  grant  the  subsidy  hereinafter 
mentioned  towards  the  construction  of  the  bridge  also  hereinafter  mentioned,  that  is 
to  say  : — 

1.  To  the  Chateauguay  and  Northern  Railway  Company,  the  balance  remaining 
unpaid  of  the  subsidy  granted  by  item  33  of  Section  2  of  Chapter  8  of  1 900,  for  a  sino-le*^ 
track  standard  railway  bridge,  with  two  roadways  10  feet  wide,  for  free  vehicular  traffic, 
the  same  as  upon  a  public  highway,  from  Bout  de  ITle  to  Charlemagne  at  the  junction 
of  the  Ottawa  and  St.  Lawrence  Rivers,  a  sum  not  exceeding  851,000. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  subsidies  hereby  authorized  towards  the  construction  of  any 
railway  or  bridge  shall  be  payable  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  of  Canada, 
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and  may,  unless  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  this  Act,  at  the  option  of  the  Governor 
in  Council,  on  the  Report  of  the  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals,  be  paid  as  follows  :  — 
(rt.)  Upon  the  completion  of  the  work  subsidized  ;  or 

(6.)  By  instalments,  on  the  completion  of  each  ten-mile  section  of  the  railway,  in 
the  proportion  which  the  cost  of  such  completed  ^  ection  bears  to  that  of  the  whole  work 
undertaken  ;  or 

(c.)  Upon  the  progress  estimates  on  the  Certificate  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Department  of  Railways  and  Canals,  that  in  his  opinion,  having  regard  to  the  whole 
work  undertaken  and  the  aid  granted,  the  progress  made  justifies  the  payment  of  a  sum 
not  less  than  $30,000  ;  or 

(d.)  With  respect  to  (b)  and  (c)  part  one  way  part  the  other. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  subsidies  hereinbefore  authorized  to  be  granted  to  companies 
named  s-hall,  if  granted  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  be  granted  to  such  companies 
respectively  ;  the  other  subsidies  may  be  granted  to  such  companies  as  establish  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Governor  in  Council  their  ability  to  construct  and  complete  the  said 
railways  and  bridge  respectively ;  all  the  lines  and  the  bridge  for  the  construction  of 
which  subsidies  are  granted,  unless  they  are  already  commenced,  shall  be  commenced 
within  two  years  from  the  first  day  of  August,  1904,  and  completed  within  a  reasonable 
time,  not  to  exceed  four  years  from  the  said  first  day  of  August,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor in  Council  and  shall  also  be  constructed  according  to  descriptions,  conditions  and 
specifications  approved  by  the  Governor  in  Council  on  the  Report  of  the  Minister  of 
Railways  and  Canals,  and  specified  in  each  case  in  a  contract  between  the  company  and 
the  said  Minister,  which  contract  the  Minister,  w  ith  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in 
Council,  is  hereby  empowered  to  make.  The  location  also  of  such  subsidized  lines  and 
bridge  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  granting  of  such  subsidies,  and  the  receipt  thereof  by  the 
respective  companies,  shall  be  subject  to  the  condition  that  the  Governor  in  Council  may 
at  all  times  provide  and  secure  to  other  companies  such  running  powers,  traffic  arrange- 
ments and  other  rights,  as  will  afford  to  all  railways  connecting  with  the  railways  and 
bridge  so  subsidized,  reasonable  and  proper  facilities  in  exercising  such  running  powers, 
fair  and  reasonable  trafiic  ari'angements  with  connecting  companies,  and  equal  mileage 
rates  between  all  such  connecting  railwa3''s  ;  and  the  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners 
for  Canada  shall  have  absolute  control,  at  all  times,  over  the  rates  and  tolls  to  be  levied 
and  taken  by  any  of  the  companies,  or  upon  any  of  the  railways  and  the  bridge  hereby 
subsidized. 

7.  Resolved,  That  every  company  receiving  a  subsidy  hereunder,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  and  any  person  or  company  controlling  or  operating  the  railway  or  portion  of 
railway  subsidized  hereunder,  shall  each  year  furnish  to  the  Government  of  Canada  trans- 
portation for  men,  supplies,  materials  and  mails  over  the  portion  of  the  line  in  respect 
of  which  it  has  received  each  subsidy,  and  whenever  required,  shall  furnish  mail  cars 
properly  equipped  for  such  mail  service  ;  and  such  transportation  and  service  shall  be 
performed  at  such  rates  as  are  agreed  upon  between  the  Minister  of  the  Department 
of  the  Government  for  which  such  service  is  being  performed,  and  the  company  per- 
forming it,  and,  in  case  of  disagreement,  then  at  such  rates  as  are  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Railway  Commissioners  for  Canada  ;  and  in  or  towards  payment  for  such 
charges  the  Government  of  Canada  shall  be  credited  by  the  company  with  a  sum 
equal  to  3  per  cent  per  annum  on  the  amount  of  the  subsidj^  received  bj'  the  company 
hereunder. 

8.  Resolved,  That  as  respects  all  railways  and  the  bridge  for  which  subsidies  are 
hereby  granted,  the  company  at  anj"  time  owning  or  operating  any  of  the  railways, 
shall,  when  required,  produce  and  exhibit  to  the  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals,  or 
any  person  appointed  by  him,  all  books,  accounts  and  vouchers,  showing  the  cost  of 
constructing  the  railway  or  bridge,  the  cost  of  operating  it,  and  the  earnings  thereof. 

9.  Resolved,  That  the  Governor  in  Council  may  make  it  a  condition  of  the  grant  of 
the  subsidies  herein  provided,  or  any  heretofore  authorized  by  any  Act  of  Parliament, 
as  to  which  a  contract  has  not  yet  been  entered  into  with  the  company  for  the  construe- 
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tion  of  the  railway,  that  the  company  shall  lay  its  road  with  new  steel  rails,  made  in 
Canada,  if  they  are  procurable  in  Canada  of  suitable  quality,  upon  terms  as  favourable 
as  other  rails  can  be  obtained,  of  which  the  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals  shall  be  the 
judge. 

10.  Resolved,  That  whenever  a  contract  has  been  duly  entered  into  with  a  com- 
pany for  the  construction  of  any  line  of  railway  hereby  subsidized,  the  Minister  of  Rail- 
ways and  Canals,  at  the  request  of  the  company,  and  upon  the  Report  of  the  Chief  En- 
gineer of  Government  Railways,  and  his  Certificate  that  he  has  made  careful  examina- 
tion of  the  surveys,  plans  and  profiles  of  the  whole  line  so  contracted  for,  and  has  duly 
considered  the  physical  characteiistics  of  the  countrj^  to  be  traversed  and  the  means  of 
transport  available  for  constructinn,  uamiiig  the  probable  and  reasonable  cost  of  such 
construction,  may,  with  the  authorization  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  enter  into  a 
supplementary  agreement,  fixing  definitely  the  maximum  amount  of  the  subsidy  to  be 
paid,  based  upon  the  said  Certificate  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  and  providing  that  the 
company  shall  be  entitled  to  be  paid,  as  the  minimum,  the  ordinary  subsidy  of  83,200 
per  mile,  together  with  the  60  per  cent  of  the  diti'erence  between  the  amount  so  fixed 
and  the  said  .|3,200  per  mile,  if  any ;  and  the  balance,  40  per  cent,  shall  be  paid  only 
on  completion  of  the  whole  work  subsidized,  and  in  so  far  as  the  actual  cost,  as  finally 
determined  by  the  Chief  Engineer,  entitles  the  coriipany  thereto  ;  Provided  always  : 

(a.)  Tli;it  the  estiniatoil  cost,  so  certified,  is  not  less  on  the  average  then  818,000 
per  mill-  for  tlie  whole  milr.mc  subsidized  ; 

(b.)  That  no  payment  shall  be  made  except  upon  a  Certificate  of  the  Chief  En- 
gineer that  the  work  done  is  up  to  tlie  standard  specified  in  the  company's  contract ; 

(c.)  Tliat  in  II.  1  r.ise  shall  the  subsidy  exceed  the  sum  of  16,400  per  mile. 

Resolutioiis  to  be  reported. 


Mr.  Speaker  resumed  tlie  Chair  ;  and  Mr.  Macdonald  reported.  That  the  Committee 
had  come  to  several  Resolutions. 

Ordered,  That  the  Report  be  now  received. 

Mr.  Macdonald  reported  the  Resolutions  accordingly,  and  the  same  were  read,  as 
follow : — 

1.  Resolved,  That  in  these  Resolutions,  unless  the  context  otliei  'wise  requires,  the 
expression  "  cost "  means  the  actual,  necessary  and  reasonable  cost,  and  shall  include  the 
amount  expended  upon  any  bridge,  up  to  and  not  exceeding  $25,000,  forming  part  of  the 
line  of  railway  suUsi.lized  not  otherwise  receiving  any  bonus,  but  shall  not  include  the 
cost  of  terminals  and  right  of  way  of  the  railway  in  any  City  or  incorporated  Town  ;  and 
such  actual,  necessary  and  reasonable  cost  shall  be  determined  bv  the  Governor  in 
Council,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals,  and  upon 
the  Report  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  Government  Railways,  c(!rtifying  that  he  has  made 
or  caused  to  be  made  an  insjjection  of  the  Hne  of  railway  for  which  payment  of  subsidy 
is  asked  and  careful  enquiry  into  the  cost  thereof,  and  that  in  his  opinion  the  amount 
upon  which  the  subsidy  is  claimed  is  reasonable,  and  does  not  exceed  the  true,  actual 
and  proper  cost  of  the  construction  of  such  railway. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Governor  in  Council  may  grant  a  subsidy  of  $3,200  per  mile 
towards  the  construction  of  each  of  the  undermentioned  lines  of  railway  (not  exceeding 
in  any  case  the  number  of  miles  hereinafter  respectively  stated),  which  shall  not  cost 
more  on  the  average  than  $1.5,000  per  mile  for  the  mileage  subsidized,  and  towards  the 
construction  of  each  of  the  said  lines  of  railway  not  exceeding  the  mileage  hereinafter 
stated,  which  shall  cost  more  on  the  average  than  |1. 5,000  per  mile  for  the  mileage  sub- 
sidized, a  further  subsidy  beyond  the  sum  of  .$3,200  per  mile  of  .50  per  cent  on  so  much 
of  the  average  cost  of  the  mileage  subsidized  as  in  excess  of  815,000  per  mile,  such  sub- 
sidy not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  .$6,400  per,mile  :  — 

1.  To  the  Bracebridge  and  Trading  Lake  Railway  Company,  for  a  railway  from 
Bracebridge,  in  Muskoka,  to  a  point  at  or  near  Baysville,  Ontario,  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy 
granted  by  item  7  of  Section  2  of  Chapter  8  of  1900,  not  exceeding  15  miles 
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2.  To  the  Bruce  Mines  and  Algoma  Railway  Company,  for  the  following  lines 
of  railway  : — 

(a.)  For  that  portion  of  its  line  of  railway  from  Bruce  Mines  Junction  southerly 
to  the  Town  of  Bruce  Mines,  on  Lake  Huron,  a  distance  not  exceeding  3  miles  ; 

(b.)  For  the  6  miles  of  railway  constructed  from  Gordon  Lake  Station,  being  the 
end  of  its  line  as  subsidized  by  Chapter  7  of  1901,  northward  to  Rock  Lake,  a  distance 
of  6  miles ; 

(c.)  For  12  miles  from  Rock  Lake  northward,  a  distance  not  exceeding  12  miles. 
The  subsidies  to  the  said  lines  being  granted  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  b}'  item 
38  of  Section  2  of  Chapter  57  of  1903,  not  exceeding  21  miles. 

3.  To  the  Nepigon  Railway  Company,  for  the  following  lines  of  railway  : — 

(a.)  From  a  point  at  or  near  Nepigon  Station  on  the  line  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway  to  Nepigon  Lake,  not  exceeding  30  miles  ; 

(6.)  From  a  point  on  Nepigon  Bay  of  Lake  Superior  to  a  point  on  the  west  of  Lake 
Helen  on  the  line  of  the  said  Nepigon  Railway,  not  exceeding  3-J  miles ; 

{c.\  From  a  point  on  the  Unc  of  the  Nepigon  Railway  at  or  near  the  crossing  of 
the  Fraser  River,  to  a  point  on  Lake  Jesse  by  way  of  Cameron's  Falls,  not  exceeding 
Ih  miles  ; 

(d.)  From  a  point  on  the  north  shore  of  Lake  Nepigon  northerly  not  exceeding 
45  miles. 

The  subsidies  to  the  said  lines  being  granted  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  by  item 
33  of  Section  2  of  Chapter  57  of  1903,  not  exceeding  SO  miles. 

4.  For  the  construction  of  a  bi'anch  line  of  railway  beginning  at  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  Company's  main  line  at  St.  Philippe  d'Argenteuil  Station,  or 
at  a  point  between  there  and  Grenville,  thence  in  a  northerly  direction,  in  lieu  of  the 
subsidy  granted  by  item  49  of  Section  2  of  Chapter  57  of  1903,  not  exceeding  3  miles 

5.  To  the  Chateauguay  and  Northern  Railway  Company,  for  a  railway  from  a 
point  in  Hochelaga  ward,  Montreal,  to  a  point  on  the  Great  Northern  Railway  in  or 
near  the  Town  of  Joliette,  passing  at  or  near  the  Town  of  L'Assomption,  Quebec, 
together  with  a  spur  line  into  the  said  Town,  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  by  item  32 
of  Section  2  of  Chapter  8  of  1900,  not  exceeding  42  miles. 

6.  To  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  of  Canada,  to  enable  it  to  extend  its 
rail\^ay  from  Arundel  to  a  point  in  the  municipality  of  the  United  Townships  of  Preston 
and  Hartwell,  Province  of  Quebec,  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  to  the  Montford  and 
Gatineau  Colonization  Railway  b}^  item  6  of  Section  2  of  Chapter  57  of  1903,  not  ex- 
ceeding 30  miles. 

7.  To  the  Chateauguay  and  Northern  Railway  Company  for  a  branch  line  from 
a  point  on  its  main  line  at  or  near  Charlemagne,  thence  northerly  and  westerh^  to  a 
point  on  the  Montford  and  Gatineau  Railway  at  or  near  Morin  Flats,  in  lieu  of  the 
subsidy  granted  to  the  Montford  and  Gatineau  Colonization  Railway  by  item  41  of 
Section  2  of  Chapter  57  of  1903,  not  exceeding  22  miles. 

8.  To  the  Ottawa  River  Railway  Company,  for  a  line  of  railway  from  a  jioint  at  or 
near  St.  Agathe  des  Monts  Station  towards  the  Township  of  Howard  in  the  County  of 
Argenteuil,  passing  near  Lakes  St.  Joseph  and  Ste.  Marie  in  a  southerly  direction,  in 
lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  to  the  Montreal  Northern  Railway  Company  by  item  58  of 
Section  2  of  Chapter  57  of  1903,  not  exceeding  15  miles. 

9.  To  the  Ottawa  Kiver  Railway  Company,  for  a  line  of  railway  between  a  point 
in  the  Parish  ui  St.  Andrews,  in  the  County  of  Argenteuil,  and  a  point  in  the  Parish  of 
St.  Lawrence,  in  the  County  of  Jacques  Cartier,  passing  through  the  Parishes  of  St. 
Placide,  St.  Eustache  and  St.  Martin,  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  by  item  10  of 
Section  2  of  Chapter  57  of  1903,  not  exceeding  38  miles. 

10.  For  a  line  of  railwaj^  from  Lardo  towards  Upper  Arrow  Lake,  British  Columbia, 
in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  by  item  28  of  Section  2  of  Chapter  7  of  1901,  not  ex- 
ceeding 30  miles. 

11.  To  the  Western  Alberta  Railway  Company,  from  a  point  on  the  United  States 
boundary,  west  of  range  27,  north-westerly  towards  Anthracite,  in  the  District  of 
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Alberta,  in  lieu  of  the  subsidy  granted  by  item  40  of  Section  2  of  Chapter  7  of  1899, 
not  exceeding  50  miles.  . 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Governor  in  Council  may  grant  the  subsidy  hereinafter 
mentioned  towards  the  construction  of  the  bridge  also  hereinafter  mentioned,  that  is  to 

say  : —  ,     i   i  •  • 

1  To  the  Chateauguay  and  Northern  Railway  Company,  the  balance  remaining 
unpaid  of  the  subsidy  granted  by  item  33  of  Section  2  of  Chapter  8  of  1900,  for  a  single 
tr-ack  standard  railway  bridge,  with  two  roadways  10  feet  wide,  for  free  vehicular 
traffic,  the  same  as  upon  a  public  highway,  from  Bout  de  L'lle  to  Charlemagne  at  the 
junction  of  the  Ottawa  and  St.  Lawrence  Rivers,  a  sum  not  exceeding  $51,000. 

L  Resolved,  That  the  subsidies  hereby  authoriztd  towards  the  construction  of  any 
railway  or  bridge  shall  be  payable  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  of  Canada, 
and  may,  unless  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  this  Act,  at  the  option  of  the  Governor 
in  Council,  on  the  Report  of  the  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals,  be  paid  as  follows 
(a.)  Upon  the  completion  of  the  work  subsidized  ;  or 

(6  )  Bv  instalments,  on  the  completion  of  eacli  ten-mile  section  of  the  railway,  in 
the  proportion  which  the  cost  of  such  completed  section  bears  to  that  of  the  whole  work 
undertaken  ;  or 

(c.)  Upon  the  progress  estimates  on  the  Certificate  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Department  of  Railways  and  Canals,  that  in  his  opinion,  having  regard  to  the  whole 
work  undertaken  and  the  aid  granted,  the  progress  made  justifies  the  payment  of  a  sum 
not  less  than  $30,000  ;  or 

(d.)  With  respect  to  (b)  and  (c)  part  one  way,  part  the  other. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  subsidies  hereinbefore  authorized  to  be  granted  to  companies 
named  shall,  if  granted  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  be  granted  to  such  companies 
respecti\ely  ;  the  other  subsidies  may  be  granted  to  such  companies  as  establish  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Governor  in  Council  their  ability  to  construct  and  complete  the  said 
railways  and  bridge  respectively  ;  all  the  lines  and  the  bridge  for  the  construction  of 
which  subsidies  are  granted,  unless  they  are  already  commenced,  shall  be  commenced 
within  two  years  from  the  1st  day  of  August,  1904,  and  completed  within  a  reasonable 
time,  not  to  exceed  four  years  from  the  said  first  day  of  August,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor in  Council  and  shall  also  be  constructed  according  to  descriptions,  conditions  and 
specifications  approved  by  ^he  Governor  in  Council  on  the  Report  of  the  Minister  of 
Railways  and  Canals,  and  specified  in  each  case  in  a  contract  between  the  company  and 
the  said  Minister,  which  contract  the  Minister,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in 
Council,  is  hereby  empowered  to  make.  The  location  also  of  such  subsidized  lines  and 
bridge  stiall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  granting  of  such  subsidies,  and  the  receipt  thereof  by  the 
respective  companies,  shall  be  subject  to  the  condition  that  the  Governor  in  Council  may 
at  all  times  provide  and  secure  to  other  companies  such  running  powers,  traffic  arrange- 
ments and  other  rights,  as  will  afford  to  all  railways,  connected  with  the  railways  and 
bridge  so  subsidized,  reasonable  and  proper  facilities  in  exercising  such  running  powers, 
fair  and  reasonable  traffic  arrangements  with  connecting  companies,  and  equal  mileage 
rates  between  all  such  connecting  railways  ;  and  the  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners 
for  Canada  shall  have  absolute  control,  at  all  times,  over  the  rates  and  tolls  to  be  levied 
and  taken  by  any  of  the  companies,  or  upon  any  of  the  railways  imd  the  bridge  hereby 
subsidized. 

7.  Resolved,  That  every  company  recei\  ing  a  subsidy  hereunder,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  and  any  person  or  company  controlling  or  operating  the  railway  or  portion  of 
railway  subsidized  hereunder,  shall  each  year  furnish  to  the  Government  of  Canada  trans- 
portation for  men,  supplies,  materials  and  mails  over  t  e  portion  of  the  line  in  respect 
of  which  it  has  received  each  subsidy,  and  whenever  required,  shall  furnish  mail  cars 
properly  equipped  for  such  mail  service  ;  and  such  transportation  and  service  shall  be 
performed  at  such  rates  as  are  agreed  upon  between  the  Minister  of  the  Department 
of  the  Government  for  which  such  service  is  being  performed,  and  the  company  per- 
forming it,  and,  in  case  of  disagreement,  then  at  such  rates  as  are  approved  by  the 
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Board  of  Railway  Commissioners  for  Canada ;  and  in  or  towards  payment  for  such 
charges  the  Government  of  Canada  shall  be  credited  by  the  company  with  a  sum  equal 
to  3  per  cent  per  annum  on  the  amount  of  the  subsidy  received  b}^  the  company  here- 
under. 

8.  Resolved,  That  as  respects  all  railways  and  the  bridge  for  which  subsidies  are 
hereby  granted,  the  company  at  an}'  time  owning  or  operating  any  of  the  railways, 
shall,  when  required,  produce  and  exhibit  to  the  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals,  or 
any  person  appointed  by  him,  all  books,  accounts  and  vouchers,  showing  the  cost  of  con- 
structing the  railway  or  bridge,  the  cost  of  operat'ng  it,  and  the  earnings  thereof. 

9.  Resolved,  That  the  Governor  in  Council  may  make  it  a  condition  of  the  grant  of 
the  subsidies  herein  provided,  or  any  heretofore  authorized  by  any  Act  of  Parliament, 
as  to  which  a  contract  has  not  yet  been  entered  into  with  the  company  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  railway,  that  the  company  shall  lay  its  road  with  new  steel  rails,  made  in 
Canada,  if  thty  are  procurable  in  Canada  of  suitable  quality,  upon  teims  as  favourable 
as  other  rails  can  be  obtained,  of  which  the  Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals  shall  be 
the  judge. 

10.  Resolved,  That  whenever  a  contract  has  been  duly  entered  into  with  a  com- 
pany for  the  construction  of  any  line  of  railwa}'  hereby  subsidized,  the  Minister  of  Rail- 
ways and  Canals,  at  the  request  of  the  company,  and  upon  the  Report  of  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  Government  railways,  and  his  Certificate  that  he  has  made  careful  examina- 
tion of  the  surveys,  plans  and  profiles  of  the  whole  linfe  so  contracted  for,  and  has  dul}' 
considered  the  phj'sical  characteristics  of  the  country  to  be  traversed  and  the  means  of 
transport  available  for  construction,  naming  the  probable  and  reasonable  cost  of  such 
construction,  ma}^  with  the  authorization  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  enter  iiito  a 
supplementary  agreement,  fixing  definitely  the  maximum  amount  of  the  subsidj-  to  be 
paid,  based  upon  the  said  Certificate  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  and  providing  that  the 
company  shall  be  entitled  to  be  paid,  as  the  minimum,  the  ordinary  subsidy  of  $3,2(tO 
per  mile,  together  with  the  60  per  cent  of  the  difference  between. the  amount  so  fixed 
and  the  said  $3,200  per  mile,  if  any  ;  and  the  balance,  40  per  cent,  shall  be  paid  only 
on  completion  of  the  whole  work  subsidized,  and  in  so  far  as  the  actual  cost,  as  finally 
determined  by  the  Chief  Engineer,  entitles  the  cofhpany  thereto  ;    Provided  alwaj's  : 

(a.)  That  the  estimated  cost,  so  certified,  is  not  less  on  the  average  than  $18,000 
per  mile  for  the  whole  mileage  subsidized  ; 

(6.)  That  no  payment  shall  be  made  except  upon  a  Certificate  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
that  the  work  done  is  up  to  the  standard  specified  in  the  company's  contract ; 

(c  )  That  in  no  case  shall  the  subsidy  exceed  the  sum  of  $6,400  per  mile. 

The  said  Resolutions,  being  read  a  second  time,  were  agreed  to. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Emmerson  have  leave  to  bring  in  a  •Bill  to  authorize  the 
granting  of  Subsidies  in  aid  of  the  construction  of  the  lines  of  railway  therein 
mentioned. 

He  accordingly  presented  the  said  Bill  to  the  House,  and  the  same  was  received 
and  read  the  first  time ;  and  ordered  to  be  read  a  second  time  at  the  next  sitting  of  the 
House. 

Mr.  Speaker  acquainted  the  House,  That  a  Message  had  been  brought  from  the 
Senate  by  their  Clerk,  as  followeth  ; — 

The  Senate  have  passed  the  Bill  intituled  :  "  An  Act  to  further  amend  the  Act 
"  providing  for  the  payment  of  Bounties  on  Lead  contained  in  Lead-bearing  Ores  mined 
"  in  Canada,"  without  any  amendment. 

Mr.  Fielding  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  Brodeur,  and  the  Question  being  proposed. 
That  the  Bill  from  the  Senate,  intituled  .•  "An  Act  to  amend  the  Companies  Act,  1902," 
be  now  read  a  second  time  ; 

And  a  Debate  arising  thereupon  : 

The  said  Motion  was,  with  leave  of  the  House,  withdrawn. 
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The  House  according  to  Order,  again  resolved  itself  into  the  Committee  of  Ways 
and  Means. 

(In  the  Committee.') 

1.  Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  to  amend  "The  Customs  Tariff,  1897,"  to  the 
following  effect : — 

That  the  following  provision  be  substituted  for  sub-Section  (y")  nf  S<M;tion  1  of  the 
said  Act  : 

(/)  The  expression  "gauge,"  when  applied  to  metal  sheets  or  plates  or  to  wire, 
means  the  thickm  .s.s  as  determined  by  the  "Imperial  Standard  gauge." 

2.  Resolved,  That  whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister.of 
Customs  or  of  any  officer  of  Customs  authorized  to  collect  customs  duties,  that  the 
export  price  or  the  act\i.il  f  iling  price  to  the  importer  in  Canada  of  any  imported 
dutiable  article,  of  a  class  oi-  kind  made  or  produced  in  Canada,  is  less  tlian  the  fair 
market  value  thereof,  (as  determined  according  to  the  basis  of  value  for  duty  provided 
in  the  Customs  Act,  in  respect  of  imported  goods  subject  to  an  ad  valorem  duty)  such 
article  shall,  in  addition  to  the  duty  otherwise  established,  be  subject  to  a  special  duty 
of  rus((,iiis  ciiial  (()  the  difference  between  such  fair  market  value  and  said  selling 
price  ;  I'roN  idcd,  howcvei',  that  the  special  customs  duty  on  any  article  shall  not  exceed 
one-half  of  the  customs  duty  otherwise  established  in  respect  of  the  article,  except  in 
regard  tn  H„.  artlrlrs  iii..nti.incd  in  items  224,  226,  228  and  231  of  Schedule  A,  the 
special  liut  v  lit  i  n-inins  wliirh  shall  not  exceed  fifteen  per  cent  ad  valorem,  nor  more 
than  the  ditierence  between  the  selling  price  and  the  fair  market  value  of  the  article  as 
aforesaid. 

The  expiession  "export  p-ice"  or  "  felling  pi  ice  "  herein  sh.  11  l.e  held  to  mean 
and  include  the  exporler's  price  for  the  goods,  exclusive  of  all  charges  thereon  after 
then- shipiiient  from  the  place  whence  expoi-tcd  directly  to  Canada. 

The  foregoing  provisions  respecting  a  special  duty  of  customs  shall  apply  to  im- 
ported round  rolled  wire  ro  !s  not  over  three-eighths  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  notwith- 
standing that  such  rods  are  on  the  customs  free  list  :  Provided,  however,  that  the 
special  duty  of  customs  on  such  wire  rods  shall  not  exceed  fifteen  per  cent  ad  ^  alorem. 

If  at  any  time  it  shall  app.  ar  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Governor  in  Coniicil.  on  a 
Report  from  the  Minister  of  Customs,  that  the  payment  of  the  sjeeial  dutv  lieivin 
provided  for  is  being  evaded  by  the  shipment  of  goods  on  consignment  without  sale  prior 
to  such  shipment,  or  otherwise,  the  Governor  in  Council  may  in  any  case  or  class  of 
cases  authorize  such  action  as  is  deemed  necessary  to  collect  on  such  goods  or  anv  of 
them  the  same  special  duty  as  if  the  goods  h  d  been  sold  to  an  importer  in  Canada  prior 
to  their  shipment  to  Canada. 

If  the  full  amount  of  any  special  duty  of  customs  be  not  paid  on  goods  imported, 
the  customs  entry  thereof  shall  be  amended  and  the  deficiency  paid  upon  the  demand  of 
the  Collector  of  Customs. 

The  Minister  of  Customs  may  make  such  regulations  as  are  deemed  necessary  for 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  Sections  and  for  the  enforcement  thereof. 

Such  regulatioi  s  may  also  provide  for  the  temporary  exemption  from  special  duty 
of  any  article  or  clas^  of  articles,  when  it  is  established  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minis- 
ter of  Customs  that  such  articles  are  not  made  in  Canada  in  substantial  quantities  and 
offered  for  sale  to  all  purchasers  on  equal  terms. 

Such  regulations  may  further  provide  for  the  exemption  from  special  duty  of  any

Molasses,  the  produce  of  any  British  country  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  British 
Preferential  Tariff,  when  produced  from  sugar-cane  and  imported  direct  by  vessel  from 
the  country  of  production  in  the  original  package  in  which  it  was  placed  at  the  point 
of  production  and  not  afterwards  subjected  to  any  process  of  treating  or  mixing;  the 
package  also  to  be  free  :  Provided,  however,  that  the  said  molasses  may  be  transferred 
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in  bond  under  Excise  regulations  for  purposes  of  distillation,  and  that  molasses  admitted 
to  entry  under  item  441  of  said  Schedule  A,  shall  be  imported  direct  from  the  place  of 
production  (or  its  shipping  port),  under  regulations  made  by  the  Minister  of  Customs. 

Plain  basic  photographic  paper,  baryta  coated,  when  imported  by  manufacturers  of 
sensitized  paper  for  use  exclusively  in  manufacturing  albumenized  or  sensitized  photo- 
praphic  paper  in  their  own  factories ; 

Printing  presses,  of  not  less  value  than  Fifteen  hundred  dollars  each,  of  a  class  or 
kind  not  made  in  Canada ; 

Quassia  juice  ; 

Well-drilling  machinery  and  apparatus  of  a  class  or  kind  not  made  in  Canada  for 
drilling  for  water  and  oil,  and  for  prospecting  for  minerals  not  to  include  motive  power  ; 
Whale  oil  soap. 

5.  Resolved,  That  Schedule  C  (prohibited  goods)  shall  be  amended  by  adding  the 
following  : — 

642.  Stallions  and  mares  of  less  value  than  Fifty  dollars  each. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  provisions  shall  be  held  to  have  come  into  force 
on  the  8th  day  of  June,  1904,  and  to  liave  applied  to  all  goods  imported  or  taken  out 
of  warehouse  for  consumption  on  and  after  that  day,  and  to  have  also  applied  to  goods 
previously  imported  for  which  no  entry  for  consumption  was  made  before  that  day,  ex- 
cept as  otherwise  provided  in  the  foregoing  Resolutions.  Provided,  That  all  goods 
actually  purchased  on  or  before  the  7th  day  of  June,  1904,  at  any  place  out  of  Canada, 
for  importation  into  Canada,  on  evidence  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister  of  Customs 
of  the  purchase  having  been  so  made,  and  all  goods  in  warehouse  in  Canada  on  such  day, 
may  be  entered  for  duty  at  the  rate  of  duty  in  force  inmiediately  before  the  said  day 
(without  special  duty)  notwithstanding  any  increase  in  customs  duties  under  the  said 
Resolutions,  but  this  proviso  shall  cease  to  have  force  and  effect  after  the  Thirty-first  day 
of  August  in  the  present  year. 

The  said  Resolutions,  being  read  a  second  time,  were  agreed  to.

I  am  glad  to  relieve  you  from  further  attendance  in  Parliament  after  a  Session 
that  has  been  protracted  to  a  longer  period  than  I  had  anticipated  when  addressing  you 
on  the  Eleventh  of  last  March.  ° 

The  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  the  National  Transcontinental  Railway 
will  be  built  and  operated  having  been  finally  adjusted  and  agreed  upon,  the  work  of 
construction  will  proceed  as  rapidly  as  the  surveys  of  the  line  and  the  location  of  the 
road  will  permit. 

The  consensus  of  opinion  expressed  on  the  changes  in  the  tariff  affords  very  orati- 
fying  evidence  that  the  alterations  have  met  with  general  approval.  "

The  arrangements  made  by  my  Ministers  with  the  Government  of  Mexico  for  Hnes 
of  steamers  between  that  Republic  and  Canada  on  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  will,  I  hope, 
add  materially  to  our  foreign  trade. 

The  steadily  increasing  revenue  has  amply  justified  the  liberal  aid  granted  towards 
the  improvement  of  our  rivers  and  harbours  and  the  construction  of  other  public  works, 
materially  benefiting  the  trade  and  commerce  of  our  country.
